The  members  elect  were  called  to  order  at  eleven  o'clock  a.  m.,  by 
Edward  M.  Johnson,  Clerk  of  the  last  Assembly. 

The  proceedings  were  opened  with  prayer  by  fee  v.  Dr.  Magee. 

The  Hon.  Joseph  B.  Carr,  Secretary  of  State,  administered  to  the 
members  present  the  oath  of  office,  prescribed  by  section  one  of  article 
twelve  of  the  Constitution  of  this  State,  and  said  oath  was  thereupon 
subscribed  by  the  members. 

Mr.  C.  S.  Baker  offered  for  the  consideration  of  House  a  resolution 
in  the  words  following: 

Resolved,  That  this  House  do  now  proceed  to  the  election  of  Speaker; 
that  the  roll  of  members  be  called  by  the  Clerk,  and  that  each  niem- 
ber,  as  his  name  is  called^  rise  in  his  place  and  openly  name  his  choice 
for  such  office,  and  after  the  election  of  Speaker  shall  have  been 
determined,  we  proceed  to  the  election  of  Clerk  in  the  same  manner. 

The  Clerk  put  the  question  whether  the  House  would  agree  to  said 
resolution,  and  it  was  determined  in  the  affirmative. 

The  House  then  proceeded  to  the  election  of  Speaker. 

The  Clerk  called  the  roll,  whereupon  each  member,  as  his  name 
was  called,  rose  in  his  place  and  nominated  as  follows  :

George  H.  Sharpe  having  received  a  majority  of  all  the  votes  given, 
the  Clerk  declared  he  was  duly  elected  Speaker  of  the  Assembly. 

The  Clerk  appointed  Messrs.  Alvord  and  Shanley  to  conduct  the 
Speaker- elect  to  the  chair. 

On  taking  the  chair  he  addressed  the  House  as  follows  : 

Gentlemen  of  the  Assembly : 

For  the  honor  of  being  selected  as  your  Speaker,  I  oflFer  you  my  sin- 
cere thanks.  I  must  be  sensible  of  the  frank  spirit  and  the  chivalrous 
feeling  through  which  honorable  members  from  different  sections,  and 
with  differing  preferences,  reached  one  conclusion.  I  see  before  me 
tried  and  honored  legislators ;  and  I  thoroughly  feel  the  indulgent 
sentiment  through  wnich  alone  your  choice  could  have  fallen  upon 
me.  The  result  reached  is  an  evidence  of  the  generosity  of  the  As- 
semblj. 

This  position  imposes  high  public  obligations,  and  in  the  present 
instance  there  is  added  a  keen  sense  of  the  best  endeavor  which  is  due 
in  return  for  your  confidence. 

In  a  legislative  body  the  minority  has  rights  and  the  majority  has 
responsibilitie?.  To  protect  one,  and  to  execute  the  will  of  the  other 
are  equally  the  duties  of  the  officer  who  presides  over  both.  Asking 
your  support  and  forbearance,  it  will  be  my  aim  to  administer  the  com- 
mission given  me  with  fairness  and  impartiality,  and  with  a  constant 
remembrance  of  the  higher  allegiance  we  owe  to  the  people  who  sent 
OS  here.  We  meet  at  an  important  time  and  under  auspicious  circum- 
stances. 

There  is  neither  here  nor  in  co-ordinate  branches  such  a  division  as 
might  serve  as  a  check  ;  while  on  the  other  hand  there  is  unity  and 
strength,  which,  rightly  used,  confer  the  largest  power  of  good.  Our 
responsibilities  are  commensurate  with  the  degree  of  public  trust 
Becent  constitutional  amendments  have  greatly  reduced  the  volume  of 
legislation.  The  wholesome  changes,  and  a  quickened  sense  of  public 
demands  have  raised  the  legislative  standard.  To  maintain  this  char- 
acter will  exact  vigilance  and  fidelity.  To  advance  it  still  farther, 
which  should  be  our  aim,  will  require  our  highest  ])urpose  and  best 
endeavor.  Let  us  be  prompt  in  action,  faithful  and  intelligent  in  our 
response  to  public  sentiment,  and  let  us  have  a  short  session. 

ft  is  not  for  me  to  indicate  your  policy.  But  it  is  for  all  of  us  to 
remember  that,  whatever  our  professions,  our  good  faith  can  only  be 
attested  by  practical  action.  We  shall  be  judged  not  by  what  we  say, 
but  by  what  we  do.  The  majority  appealed  to  the  people  upon  clear 
principles,  and  definite  public  objects,  and  we  shall  tTe  justly  held  ac- 
countable for  the  manner  in  which  the  pledges  are  kept. 

Relief  from  public  burdens,  and  the  protection  of  public  rights 
should  be  the  first  care  of  public  representatives.  After  a  long  period 
of  financial  derangement  the  country  is  re-established  upon  the  endur- 
ing basis  of  specie  payments,  and  it  is  expected  that  the  public  ex- 
penditures shall  be  made  to  conform  to  this  standaad. 
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Local  burdens  are  most  oppressive,  and  the  peo{)le  demand  the  ap- 
plication of  the  prunin^-knife,  wherever  it  is  practicable. 

There  are  other  questions  upon  which  a  distinct  appeal  was  made^ 
and  upon  which  the  people  made  distinct  declaration. 

Becognized  inequalities  and  evasions  of  taxation  demand  effective 
measures  for  an  impartial  distribution  of  its  weight. 

The  relations  of  the  public  to  corporations  require  careful  considera- 
tion, and  the  great  constituency  we  represent  is  entitled  to  the  shield 
of  legislative  protection  against  an  invasion  of  its  rights,  or  unjust 
discriminations. 

The  public  works  and  institutions  of  the  State  will  be  brought  to 
our  attention,  and  the  guide  of  action  should  be  the  plain  rule  of 
•honest,  efficient  and  frugal  management 

Becent  events,  which  have  made  a  profound  impression,  have  given 
new  significance  to  the  truth  that  the  most  vital  safeguards  of  a  free 
government  are  laws  which  secure  the  purity  of  the  ballot-box  and  the 
sacred  observance  of  the  popular  will. 

In  other  lands  tree  institutions  have  been  slain  by  the  blow  of  the 
midnight  usurper  ;  and  in  our  own  we  see  the  danger  that  they  may 
be  stifled  by  fraud,  or  by  the  schemes  of  treacherous  rulers  or  officers. 

New  York  has  not  in  the  past  been  exempt  from  such  peril,  and 
there  are  localities  where  the  elections  are  conducted  with  fraud,  or 
their  true  results  are  boldly  overthrown.  Our  laws  need  more  string- 
ent provisions,  and  we  can  render  no  greater  service  than  by  enacting 
measures  which  will  make  every  ballot  cast,  and  every  ballot  counted, 
the  honest  expression  of  a  freeman's  will. 

Gentlemen,  our  service  here  at  the  longest  will  be  brief,  but  the  con- 
sequences may  be  enduring.  One  of  our  associates  of  last  year,  loved 
and  honored,  and  with  rainbow  promises  arching  over  his  young  man- 
hood, has  answered  his  last  roll  call. 

Let  us  so  act  as  to  secure  the  only  lasting  reward  for  our  service  in 
the  approval  of  conscience,  and  with  a  hearty  wish  for  the  health, 
happiness  and  success  of  each,  I  await  your  further  direction. 

Mr.  Ellis,  having  been  absent  during  the  administration  of  the  oath 
of  office  by  the  Secretary  of  State,  appeared  before  the  bar  of  the 
House,  and  the  oath  of  office  was  administered  to  him  by  the  Speaker. 

The  House,  in  like  manner,  then  proceeded  to  the  election  of  Clerk 
of  the  Assembly,  with  the  following  result :

Mr.  Speaker  put  the  question  whether  the  House  would  agree  to  said 
resolution,  and  it  was  determined  in  the  affirmative. 

The  oath  of  office  was  then  administered  to  Messrs.  Wheeler,  Rob- 
inson, Maher,  Wheeler  and  Payne. 

Mr.  Van  Valkenburgh  oflfered  for  the  consideration  of  the  House  a 
resolution  in  the  words  following : 

Resolved,  That  when  this  House  adjourns  it  do  so  to  meet  at  four 
o'clock,  and  that  when  convened,  the  members  proceed  to  draw  for 
seats  in  the  usual  manner  ;  that  previous  to  such  drawing,  the  cham- 
ber be  cleared  of  all  persons  except  members  and  officers,  and  that  the 
members  retire  to  the  rear  of  the  chamber  and  remain  there  until 
their  names  are  drawn  and  called,  under  the  direction  of  the  Clerk  of 
the  Assembly. 

Mr.  Speaker  put  the  question  whether  the  House  would  agree  to  said 
resolution,  and  it  was  determined  in  the  affirmative. 

Mr.  Shanley  oflfered  for  the  consideration  of  the  House  a  resolution, 
in  the  words  following:

Mr.  Speaker  put  the  question  whether  the  House  would  agree  to  said 
resolution,  and  it  was  determined  in  the  affirmative. 

Mr.  Chickering  oflfered  for  the  consideration  of  the  House  a  resolu- 
tion in  the  words  following : 

Resolved,  That  the  rules  of  the  last  Assembly  be  and  they  are  hereby 
adopted  ifor  the  government  of  this  body  until  otherwise  ordered,  and 
the  said  rules  be  referred  to  the  committee  on  rules,  when  appointed, 
to  make  such  revision  thereof  as  they  shall  deem  proper,  with  power 
in  said  committee  to  report  at  any  time. 

Mr.  Speaker  put  the  question  whether  the  House  would  agree  to  said 
resolution,  and  it  was  determined  in  the  affirmative. 

Mr.  Husted  offered  for  the  consideration  of  the  House  a  resolution 
in  the  words  following : 

Resolved,  That  a  committee  of  two  be  appointed  by  the  speaker  to 
inform  the  Senate  that  the  Assembly  is  organized  and  ready  to  pro- 
ceed to  business.

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Mr.  Titus  offered  for  the  consideration  of  the  House  a  resolution  in 
the  words  following:

The  year  just  closed  has  been  one  of  increasing  prosperity  and 
encouragement.  With  the  resumption  of  specie  payments  by  the 
National  Government,  and  the  restoration  of  a  sound  financial 
basis,  there  has  been  marked  improvement  in  all  business  affairs. 
Renewed  confidence  has  set  in  motion  the  current  of  industrial 
activity,  and  willing  hands  have  had  ready  emplovment.

May  we,  as  a  people,  have  a  realizing  sense  of  gratitude  for  the 
Divine  favor  so  generously  bestowed  upon  ns.

Taxation. 

For  the  fiscal  year  1879,  the  tax  levy  was  at  the  rate  of  2^^^ 
mills,  which  is  expected  to  produce  the  sum  of  $7,690,416.34,  while 
that  of  the  previous  year,  being  at  the  rate  of  2^^  mills,  produced 
the  sum  of  $7,941,297.94. 

Among  the  questions  which  public  sentiment  will  press  upon 
your  attention,  is  a  revision  of  the  laws  for  the  assessment  of  prop- 
erty as  a  basis  of  taxation.  The  laws  now  in  force  are  imperfect 
and  unequal  in  their  operation.  By  unjust  discriminations,  enor- 
mous values  of  property  which  shoidd  contribute  a  fair  proportion  to 
the  public  revenues  are  allowed  to  escape  taxation,  thus  imposing 
onerous  burdens  upon  a  portion  of  our  citizens.  Perhaps  no  sub- 
ject demands  more  careful  consideration,  and  a  wiser  exercise  of 
sound  judgment.  The  important  and  complex  questions  involved 
require  close,  constant  and  long-continued  examination,  and  it  is 
doubted  whether  the  necessary  attention  can  be  devoted  to  them 
during  an  ordinary  legislative  session.  It  is,  therefore,  suggested 
that  tne  subject  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  a  Commission  fairly  repre- 
senting the  agricultural,  commercial  and  other  material  interests  of 
the  State,  to  perfect  a  plan  for  the  consideration  of  the  next  Legis- 
lature. It  is  oelieved  that  such  course  would  give  the  best  prom- 
ise of  an  early  and  final  determination  of  this  important  question. 

Canals. 

The  aggregate  receipts  of  the  canals  from  tolls,  and  all  miscella- 
neous sources,  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  September  30,  1879,  were 
$921,252.81,  being  less  than  the  preceding  year  by  $67,398.54. 
The  total  expenses  for  ordinary  repairs,  superintendence  and  collec- 
tion of  tolls  were  $751,774.82,  or  $12,025.85  more  than  the  year 
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previous.      The   surplus   revenues  were  $169,477.99,   showing    a 
decrease,  as  compared  with  the  preceding  year,  of  $79,424.39.

The  laws  regulating  canal  management  were  enacted  prior  to 
the  change  in  the  Constitution  creating  the  present  mode  of  admin- 
istration, and  are  in  many  respects  insufficient  for  public  require- 
ments. Some  legislation  is  therefore  necessary  to  accomplisn  all 
that  was  contemplated  by  the  new  system. 

Public  Education. 

There  is  no  subject  in  which  the  people  have  a  deeper  concern 
than  that  of  public  education.  The  policy  of  the  State  in  relation 
to  its  school  system  has  been  steadily  progressive,  and  each  decade 
has  witnessed  an  important  advance  in  this  great  interest.  Pre- 
eminent in  population  and  intelligence.  New  York  has  no  prouder 
record  than  her  educational  development. 

Wisely  enacted  laws  provide  for  the  support  of  common,  or 
primary  schools,  everywhere  within  reach  oi  the  humblest  child, 
and  permit  local  communities  to  establish  such  advanced  grades  of 
academic  education,  as  they  may  desire  for  the  more  ambitious 
students.  The  best  interests  of  the  State  will  be  promoted  by 
placing  the  highest  educational  advantages  within  the  reach  of  all 
who  seek  them.  * 

The  policy  of  making  women  eligible  as  school  officers  has  been 
adopted  in  several  States  with  beneScial  results,  and  the  question  is 
exciting  much  discussion  in  this  State.  Women  are  equailv  compe- 
tent with  men  for  this  duty,  and  it  cannot  be  doubted  that  their 
admission  to  representation  would  largely  increase  the  efficiency 
of  our  school  management.  The  favorable  attention  of  the  Legisla- 
ture is  earnestly  directed  to  this  subject.

State  Prisons. 

Under  the  operation  of  the  recent  amendment  to  the  Constitu- 
tion, the  State  prisons  have  been  nearly  self-supporting  the  past 
year.  Gratifying  as  this  may  appear  in  a  general  view,  it  has  been 
accomplished  at  some  detriment  to  certain  mechanical  interests 
with  which  prison  manufactures  have  come  in  direct  competition. 
Many  intelligent  and  industrious  mechanics  represent  that  great 
hardship  proceeds  from  this  cause.  While  it  is  desirable  that  the 
prisons  should  be  as  little  burdensome  as  possible,  care  should  be 
taken  to  avoid  all  unnecessary  interference  with  industrial  interests.

There  are  doing  business  in  this  State  178  fire  insurance  compa- 
nies, classified  as  follows :  New  York,  89 ;  other  States,  68 ;  For- 
eign, 21 ;  having,  in  total  assets,  $139,093,601  ;  liabilities,  including 
capital  stock,  $98,558,223 ;  net  surplus,  $40,535,377. 

While  these  companies  present  this  financial  showing,  there  is 
much  cause  for  solicitude  in  the  fact  that  the  losses  and  expendi- 
tures during  the  last  six  months  exceed  the  gross  earnings  by 
$4,361,188;  also  that  the  previous  surplus  has  been  diminished  by 
$3,051,051 ;  and  of  the  eighty-three  Jtfew  York  companies  only 
ten  have  kept  up  their  surplus.  Such  facts  strongly  indicate  that 
the  companies  are  either  insuring  at  too  low  rates,  or  they  are  con- 
ducting business  in  an  expensive  and  hazardous  manner. 

Of  the  3,693  fires  which  occurred  in  the  United  States  in  1878, 
involving  losses  amounting  to  $19,000,000,  more  than  2,000,  with 
an  aggregate  loss  of  $1 1,000,000,  were  of  incendiary  or  undiscovered 
origin.  In  view  thereof,  it  is  worthy  of  consideration  whether 
additional  legislation  is  not  required  to  suppress  the  crime  of  incen- 
diarism. 

There  are  at  present  fifteen  life  insurance  companies  organized 
and  doinff  business  under  the  laws  of  this  State,  with  aggregate 
assets  of  $206,552,630 ;  liabilities,  $174,793,338;  surplus  to  policy- 
holders, $31,759,292;  and  nineteen  other  State  companies  with 
assets  of  $197,526,513;  liabilities,  $164,792,287  ;  surplus,  $32,734,- 
226.  Seventeen  marine  insurance  companies  are  also  in  operation 
(eight  of  which  are  organized  under  the  laws  of  New  York),  with 
assets  amounting  to  $21,000,000,  and  a  net  surplus  of  $2,700,000. 

The  laws  of  1853  require  Foreign  fire  and  life  insurance 
companies  to  deposit  securities  in  the  Insurance  Department  of  the 
State;  but  as  no  such  requirement  is  made  of  marine  companies, 
the  question  arises  for  the  Legislature  to  determine  whether  or  not 
there  is  substantial  reason  for  any  exception  in  their  case. 

Banks. 

On  the  1st  of  October  last,  seventv-three  banks  of  discount  and 
deposit  were  doing  business  under  the  laws  of  the  State,  with  an 
aggregate  capital  of  $19,353,200. 

The  number  of  savings  banks  reporting  July  1,  1879,  was  one 
hundred  and  thirty-one,  of  which  twelve  were  closing  and  not 
i^oeiving  new  deposits.

The  improvement  thus  shown  in  the  condition  of  the  savings 
banks  is  encouraging,  as  contrasted  with  the  frequent  disasters  of 
the  past  few  years. 

The  reduced  income  from  investments  renders  economy  of  man- 
agement the  more  important.  That  such  economy  is  feasible,  is 
evident  from  the  fact,  that  while  each  depositor's  account  in  the 
savings  banks  of  this  State  costs  for  management  $1.63,  the  same 
service  in  Connecticut  and  New  Hampshire  is  but  $1.11,  and  in 
Massachusetts  only  89  cents.

National  Guard. 

The  National  Guard  is  represented  as  being  in  excellent  condi- 
tion, both  in  general  composition  and  equipment.  The  discipline 
of  the  organization  has  been  for  several  years  steadily  improving, 
and  whenever  its  services  have  been  required  it  has  never  failed 
promptly  and  cheerfully  to  perform  efficient  duty.  Happily  no 
necessity  has  arisen  during  the  past  year  for  active  service,  except  in 
a  few  instances  where  guard  duty  was  required  at  executions. 

The  organization  consists  of  seven  divisions  and  thirteen  brig- 
ades, embracing  the  several  branches  of  service,  as  follows :  Twenty- 
three  regiments,  six  battalions,  and  thirty-three  separate  companies 
of  infantry ;  one  regiment  and  eleven  separate  troops  of  cavalry ; 
and  of  artillery,  one  battalion,  nine  separate  light  batteries,  and  two 
batteries  armed  with  Gatling  euns.  In  the  aggregate  number  there 
are  20,280  officers  and  enlisted  men. 

The  Military  Code  of  the  State  is  composed  of  ancient  enact- 
ments that  have  been  amended  from  time  to  time  as  occasion 
required.  Thus  incumbered,  it  has  become  in  many  respects  incon- 
gruous and  impracticable.  It  is  recommended,  therefore,  that  a 
commission  fjoraposed  of  officers  of  suitable  rank  in   the  National 
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Guard  be  authorized  to  codify  the  military  laws,  and  to  revise  the 
regulations  accordindy.  ' 

In  the  firm  belief  that  an  effective  military  force,  prepared  for 
instant  duty,  is  a  useful  conservator  of  the  public  peace,  the 
National  Guard  is  commended  to  your  favorable  consideration. 

The    New  CAprroL. 

The  Commissioners  in  charge  of  the  erection  of  the  New 
Capitol  report  that  the  total  amount  expended  to  date  is  $9,600,- 
681.65.  The  amount  standing  charged  to  this  account  on  the  books 
of  the  Comptroller  is  $10,261,870.84.  The  difference  between 
these  two  statements  is  assumed  to  be  in  the  cost  of  land  and  other 
expenses  incurred  prior  to  the  beginning  of  the  construction 
account.  Of  the  sum  first  mentioned  $132,683.45  were  paid  for 
furnishing  the  completed  portion  of  the  building. 

The  last  appropriation  of  $500,000  for  the  continuation  of  the 
work  was  made  not  available  by  the  terms  of  the  act,  until  the 
Commissioners  had  filed  a  written  certificate  with  the  Secretary  of 
State,  to  the  effect  that  after  examining  the  estimates,  plans  and 
specifications,  they  were  satisfied  the  building  could  be  completed 
at  a  further  cost  of  $3,500,000  over  and  above  that  appropnation. 
This  provision  was  complied  with,  and  the  Commissioners  claim 
that  the  record  of  work  performed  during  the  year  demonstrates 
the  correctness  of  their  estimates,  and  proves  that  if  there  shall  be 
no  considerable  advance  in  the  price  of  labor  and  materials  the 
building  can  be  completed  for  the  sum  stated.  The  Commis- 
sioners are  also  of  .opinion  that  the  prosecution  of  the  work  to  the 
best  advantage  will  require  appropriations  of  $1,500,000  for  the 
ensuing  year,  and  $1,000,000  for  each  of  the  two  years  thereafter, 
and  that  the  entire  building  can  be  made  ready  for  occupation 
within  three  years  from  this  time. 

As  a  member  of  the  New  Capitol  Commission  in  1868,  my  most 
earnest  endeavors  were  made  in  opposition  to  commencing  the 
Capitol,  in  the  belief  that  it  could  not  be  constructed  within  the 
limit  of  $4,000,000,  as  then  fixed  by  the  Legislature ;  but  the  Com- 
mission decided  to  proceed  and  the  building  was  begun.  The  work 
has  progressed  under  appropriations  by  successive  Legislatures, 
notwithstanding  the  pronounced  objections  of  the  last  three  Execu- 
tives, until  it  IS  now  so  far  advanced  that  there  seems  to  be  no 
rational  course  left  but  to  provide  for  its  completion  in  the  most 
advantageous  manner  possible.  In  this  view  it  is  suggested  whether 
it  may  not  be  best  to  provide  the  necessary  means  by  a  loan  under 
the  twelfth  section  oi  article  seven  of  the  Constitution,  by  which 
arrangement  a  portion  of  the  burden  would  be  placed  upon  the 
future  taxpayers,  who  will  enjoy  the  use  of  this  grand  but  costly 
edifice. 

Insanb  Asylums  and  OHAKirABLB  iNSTrrunoNs. 

From  statistics  furnished  by  the  State  Board  of  Charities,  there 
were  in  tlie  several  asylums  and  abns-houses  on  the  1st  of  October, 
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1879,  of  insane  persons,  as  follows :  Males,  3,961 ;  females,  5,054  ; 
total,  9,015. 

There  were  of  insane  persons  in  all  public  and  private  institu- 
tions : 

November  30,  1878 8,771 

November  30,  1877. 7,921 

The  condition  of  the  insane  in  the  poor-houses  of  the  State  is 
pitiable  in  the  extreme,  and  urgently  demands  attention.  The  last 
Legislature  provided  for  the  conversion  of  the  State  In.ebriate 
Asylum,  at  Binghamton,  into  an  asylum  for  the  chronic  insane. 
The  building  is  now  being  adapted  to  this  purpose,  and  will  soon 
be  readv  for  300  patients.  The  same  Legislature  also  made  pro- 
vision K)r  additional  accommodations  for  250  women  at  the  Willard 
Asylum.  The  buildings  are  now  being  erected,  and  will  probably 
be  available  early  in  the  coming  summer.  There  are  in  this  asylum 
about  200  female  patients  in  excess  of  its  proper  capacity,  so  that 
the  new  buildings  will  only  relieve  the  present  crowded  condition 
of  the  institution. 

The  annual  report  of  the  State  Board  of  Charities  will  contain 
much  valuable  and  interesting  information  in  detail  with  reference 
to  the  unfortunate  classes  under  their  supervision,  and  it  will  doubt- 
less receive  your  considerate  attention. 

County  JAn^s  and  Poor- Houses. 

Many  of  the  county  jails  and  poor-houses  in  the  State  are  repre- 
sented to  be  a  disgrace  to  our  civilization.  Instead  of  serving  their 
legitimate  purposes  they  are  said  to  appear  more  like  nurseries  of 
immorality,  squalor  and  crime.  Philanthropic  citizens  who  have 
labored  zealously  to  ameliorate  the  condition  of  the  unfortunate 
inmates  of  these  institutions  are  urgent  in  their  demands  for  refor- 
mation. The  indiscriminate  confinement  of  petty  offenders  and 
persons  awaiting  the  action  of  grand  juries,  in  the  same  apart- 
ments with  the  most  hardened  criminals,  must  almost  of  neces- 
sity result  in  increasing  the  degradation  of  those  who  should  be 
shielded  from  malign  influences  while  in  the  custody  of  the  authori- 
ties. The  practice  of  confining  felons  in  the  penitentiaries  instead 
of  the  State  prisons  is  also  deemed  unwise  and  injurious.  While 
referring  to  this  subject  it  is  suggested  that  an  extension  of  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  State  Board  of  Charities  over  the  local  prisons 
and  poor-houses  might  lead  to  beneficial  results  in  an  important 
direction. 

Emigbation. 

The  whole  number  of  passengers  from  foreign  ports  landed  in 
New  York  from  January  1  to  December  1,  1879,  was  167,666,  of 

whom  39,560  were  citizens,  or  persons  who  had  previously  been  in 
the  United  States;  and  128,105  were  aliens.  The  number  of 
steerage  passengers  landed  at  Castle  Garden  was  127,271,  being  an 
increase  of  50,726  over  the  preceding  year,  and  largely  in  ezcesB  of 
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any  year  since  1873.  It  is  expected  that  emigration  next  season 
wl  show  a  corresponding  increase. 

The  number  of  emigrants  remaining  in  the  State  Emigrant 
Eefnge  and  hospitals  is  484,  of  which  number  81  are  insane.  At 
the  Castle  Garden  Labor  Bureau  employment  was  procured  during 
the  same  period  for  15,235  emigrants,  and  a  large  number  were 
forwarded  to  inland  destinations  wholly  or  in  part  at  the  expense  of 
the  Commissioners  of  Emigration. 

Of  the  appropriation  of  $170,000  made  by  the  Legislature  for  the 
maintenance  of  the  State  Emigrant  institutions  for  the  year  begin- 
ning May  1,  1879,  there  have  been  expended  $103,295.14,  leavmg 
$66,704.86  for  the  remaining  five  montns  of  the  year. 

The  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States,  rendered 

March  20,  1876,  declaring  unconstitutional  and  void  the  laws  of  the 

State  requiring  indemnity  or  guarantee  by  commutation  for  the 

support  of  indigent  emigrants,  lias  imposed  a  serious  burden  upon 

the  State.     In  obedience  to  the  direction  of  the  Legislature,  the 

Commissioners  of  Emigration  appealed  to  Congress  for  relief,  but 

no  result  has  yet  been   secured.     A  bill  to  regulate   emigration, 

approved  by  all  the  Representatives  from  this  State,  has  recently 

been  introauced  in  Congress,  and  it  is  hoped  that  it  will  receive 

favorable  consideration.     It  is    recommended,    therefore,  that  the 

Legislature  take  some  formal  action  in  behalf  of  the  measure. 

QUABANTINE. 

During  the  past  season  1,142  vessels  from  ports  liable  to  visita- 
tions of  yellow  fever  were  examined  by  the  Quarantine  ofBcers  at 
the  port  of  New  York,  of  which  284  were  from  ports  known  to  be 
infected.  Ninety-five  vessels  had  256  cases  of  yellow  fever  on  their 
passage,  or  in  port  under  quarantine.  Fifty  cases  of  fever  were 
treated  in  the  Quarantine  hospitals,  of  which  twenty-nine  were 
yellow  fever.     Of  the  latter,  eleven  proved  fatal. 

It  is  gratifying  in  this  connection  to  state  that  the  National  Board 
of  Health,  after  careful  investigation  of  the  methods  in  vogue  at 
the  different  ports,  unanimously  recommended  the  principles  and 
modes  practiced  at  the  port  of  New  York,  as  affording  the  greatest 

Srotection  against  disease  and  the  least  interference  with  the  free- 
om  of  commerce. 

Eailkoad  Transportation. 

For  several  years  there  has  been  an  increasing  interest  in  the  sub- 
ject of  railroad  transportation.  The  relations  of  railroads  to  the 
public  are  of  vast  importance  and  demand  careful  examination  by 
the  Legislature.  In  its  inter-State  aspect  the  subject  can  only  be 
treated  by  Congress.  But  the  internal  interests  of  the  people  of 
this  State,  comprising  one-tenth  of  the  population  of  the  Union, 
mufit  depend  upon  local  legislation.  Responding  to  popular  senti- 
ment, the  last  Assembly  appointed  a  special  committee  to  investi- 
gate the  management  of  the  railroads,  with  instructions  to  report  to 
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the  next  Legislature.  The  members  of  the  committee  have  devoted 
themselves  assiduously  to  this  duty,  and  will,  in  due  time,  present 
their  conclusions  for  your  consideration. 

The  question  of  railroad  transportation  affects  directly  or  indi- 
rectly every  industrial  and  commercial  interest ;  and  the  public  have 
the  right  to  demand  that  freight  tariffs  shall  be  uniform  for  like  ser- 
vice, without  discrimination  as  between  citizens  or  communities, 
and  that  they  shall  also  have  all  reasonable  publicity.  This  should 
be  secured  by  just  and  practical  regulations. 

ELEcrnoN  Laws. 

The  foundations  of  free  government  rest  upon  the  purity  of  the 
ballot.  Every  elector  is  entitled  to  have  his  vote  honestly  counted 
and  to  be  protected  from  all  fraudulent  practices  in  the  conduct  of 
elections.  This  is  the  vital  element  of  rJatioual  life,  and  in  many 
respects  it  is  the  most  difficult  to  shield  from  abuse.  AIL  enact- 
ments, whether  National  or  State,  calculated  to  protect  the  freedom 
and  integrity  of  the  elective  franchise,  are  earnestly  to  be  com- 
mended. 

In  consequence  of  enormous  election  frauds  perpetrated  in  the 
city  of  New  York  in  fonner  years,  very  effective  laws  have  been 
enacted  for  that  locality.  But  in  other  cities  defective  statutes  are 
still  in  operation,  and  in  some  of  them  elections  are  conducted  in  a 
grossly  fraudulent  manner.  Remedy  has  heretofore  been  sought  in 
more  perfect  legislation,  but  obstacles  have  arisen  to  defeat  the  de- 
sired object.  A  well-guarded  registry  law  for  all  incorporated  vil- 
lages is  also  believed  to  be  necessary  for  the  coiTection  of  existing 
evils.  In  view  of  the  importance  which  these  subjects  bear  to  the 
highest  interests  of  the  people,  it  is  hoped  they  will  receive  your 
early  consideration. 

ExciSK  Laws. 

Much  dissatisfaction  prevails  in  regard  to  the  Excise  laws,  and  it 
is  essential  that  some  effort  be  made  to  render  them  more  effective. 
The  laws  are  constantly  violated  or  evaded,  and  inadequate  attention 
is  given  to  their  enforcement.  Indeed,  the  chief  difficulty  seems  to 
be  to  determine  the  scope  or  meaning  of  the  existing  statutes  on 
this  subject.  Under  recent  and  somewhat  conflicting  decisions, 
Excise  commissioners  are  left  with  large  discretionary  powers.  The 
will  of  the  commissioners  is  substituted  for  the  mandates  of  law, 
hence  conflicting  interpretations  obtain  within  the  jurisdiction  of 
the  different  boards  of  Excise.  What  is  needed  is  a  carefully 
matured  act  that  can  be  plainly  understood  and  faithfully  executed. 
Although  beset  with  difficulties,  it  is  your  duty  to  seek  an  intelli- 
gent solution  of  the  matter. 

Harbor  Masters. 

The  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States  having  declared  that 
portion  of  the  law  of  the  State  imconstitutional  which  authorizes 
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the  collection  of  fees  by  Harbor  Masters,  these  officers  are  left  to 
perform  important  duties  without  legal  remuneration.  If  the  ser- 
vices rendered  by  them  are  to  be  continued,  it  will  be  necessary  for 
the  Legislature  to  provide  for  their  compensation  in  some  different 
form. 

Pilotage. 

The  laws  relating  to  pilotage  in  the  harbor  of  New   York  cause 
much  complaint  from  those  engaged  in  commerce.  It  is  represented 
that  the  legal  charge  for  piloting  a  large  steamship  in  and  out  of 
that  port  is  larger  than  the  wages  of  the  captain  for  the  round 
European  trip.     If  this  be  true,  a  remedy  is  surely  needed.     The 
growing  competition  of  other  sea -ports  for  our  vast  foreign  trade 
renders  it  imperative  that  the  commerce  of  New  York  shall  be  re- 
lieved of  all  unnecessary  burdens.     The  future  prosperity  of  the 
State  is  largely  dependent  upon  the  continuance  of  our  commercial 
supremacy,  and  no  private  interest  should  be  permitted  to  interfere 
with  that  great  object. 

Indians. 

Attention  has  been  called  to  the  condition  of  the  Indians  still  re- 
maining within  the  limits  of  the  State,  more  especially  those  residing 
on  the  Onondaga  reservation.  According  to  the  representations  oi 
well-informed  citizens,  there,  seem  to  be  ample  reasons  for  the  adop- 
tion of  such  measures  as  will  conduce  to  the  moral  and  material  wel- 
fare of  this  peculiar  people.  Much  must  necessarily  depend  in  this 
direction  upon  the  exercise  of  wise  and  beneficent  influences ;  but 
M  the  State  has  long  sustained  the  relation  of  guardian  to  the  rem- 
nants of  Indian  tribes  within  its  domain,  the  interests  involved  in 
their  situation  are  commended  to  your  thoughtful  consideration. 

Local  Indebtedness. 

Serious  embarrassment  exists  in  different  sections  of  the  State  on 

account  of  the  large  amount  of  town  indebtedness  incurred  for  the 

most  part  in  aid  oi  railroad  enterprises.     In  some  instances  towns 

are  being  depopulated  in  consequence  of  the  high  rate  of  taxation 

rendered  necessary  to  pay  the  interest  on  their  bonds.     The  value 

of  property  is  also  depreciating;    and    looking    forward  to  the 

maturity  of  the  debt,  the  prospect  becomes  still  more  discouraging. 

The  only  remedy  seems  to  be  in  refunding  the  indebtedness,  so  as 

to  reduce  the  rate  of  interest.    This,  however,  requires  an  improved 

credit ;  and  it  is  very  desirable  that   some   measure  be  devised,  if 

possible,  to  enable  the  towns  to  accomplish  this  object. 

MuNioiPAii  Affairs. 

Municipal  affairs  are  prolific  subjects  of  legislation  and  will 
doubtless  occupy  much  of  your  attention.  In  dealing  with  them 
it  should  be  remembered  that  the  restoration  of  specie  payments 
affords  a  favorable  opportunity  for  the  readjustment  of  public  ex- 
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penditures,  many  of  which,  established  during  the  period  of  inflation 
and  fixed  at  rates  now  extravagant,  have  become  needless  burdens 
npon  the  taxpayers.  Especially  is  this  true  in  the  city  of  New 
York.  Overburdened  witn  debt  largely  created  by  the  criminality  of 
faithless  officials,  the  expenses  of  the  city  government  should  be 
reduced  to  a  frugal  and  economical  basis. 

All  measures  calculated  to  simplify  the  methods  and  promote  the 
stability  of  local  as  well  as  State  administration,  or  secure  efficient 
and  economical  discharge  of  official  duty  are  earnestly  commended 
to  your  favorable  consideration  and  support. 

Conclusion. 

We  enter  upon  our  duties  under  circumstances  which  mark  an 
interesting  event  in  the  history  of  the  State.  For  the  first  time 
since  the  organization  of  our  State  government  in  1777,  the  execu- 
tive officers  and  the  members  of  both  branches  of  the  Legislature 
were  chosen  simultaneously  at  the  recent  election.  4-  trust  of 
unusual  magnitude,  therefore,  is  committed  to  us,  for  the  faithful 
performance  of  which  we  shall  justly  be  held  to  strict  accounta- 
bility. 

Commissioned  as  the  representatives  of  a  grand  constituency, 
unequaled  in  enterprise,  wealth,  and  power,  may  we  be  impressed 
with  the  gravity  of  our  responsibilities,  and  solemnly  resolve  to  be 
guided  by  worthy  motives  in  every  official  action.

Mr.  Speaker  put  the  question  whether  the  House  would  agree  to  said 
motion,  and  it  was  determined  in  the  affirmative.

Whereas,  It  has  become  almost  an  utter  impossibility  for  these  said 
mechanics  and  laborers  to  supply  the  ordinary  comforts  of  life  to  any 
reasonable  degree  for  themselves  and  families  with  the  wages  hereto- 
fore paid;  Therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  this  body  (if  the  Senate  concur)  do  hereby  recommend 
that  the  Hon.  Oommissioners  having  this  work  in  charge  shall  advance 
on  and  after  the  first  of  February  next,  the  wages  of  all  employees 
under  them  at  such  ratio  as  they  may  regard  for  the  best  interests  of, 
and  relief  of  said  employees. 

Said  resolution  being  concurrent, 

Ordered,  That  the  same  be  laid  upon  the  table.

Mr.  Wren  introduced  a  bill  entitled  "  An  act  for  the  relief  of  the 
surviving  members  of  the  first  regiment  of  New  York  volunteers.  Col. 
Ward  Burnet,  who  served  in  the  war  with  Mexico,"  which  was  read 
the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous  consent  was  also  read  the  second 
time,  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  ways  and  means. 

Mr.  Miller  introduced  a  bill  entitled  "  An  act  to  authorize  the  in- 
habitants of  the  town  of  Lenox,  Madison  county,  State  of  New  York, 
to  elect  a  justice  of  the  peace  and  constable  for  district  No.  6  in  said 
town,"  which  was  read  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous  consent  waa 
also  read  the  second  time,  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  internal 
affairs.

warranted  by  the  facts,  to  the  Governor  and  to  the  Legislature  at  its 
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preBent  Bedsion.  They  shall  also  furnish  a  copy  of  ^nch  testimony  to 
the  Attorney-General.

In  view  of  this  fact,  it  has  seemed  proper  for 
me  to  direct  the  suspension  of  all  work  and  expense  until  the  Legisi 
latnre  shall  have  taken  action,  notwithstanding  the  urgent  represen- 
tation of  the  Secretary  of  the  State  Agricultural  Society  of  the  neces- 
sity for  continuing  the  work.  Your  early  attention  to  the  subject 
is  respectfuUy  directed.

Whereas,  The  bovine  lung  plague  (contagious  pluero-pneumonia) 
is  known  to  exist  in  each  of  the  following  States,  viz.:  New  York,  New 
Jersey,  Delaware,  Pennsylvania,  Maryland  and  Virginia,  and  being 
an  exotic  which  has  never  been  known  to  be  developed  de  novo,  out  of 
the  center  of  the  eastern  continent,  but  is  maintained  in  all  other 
countries  onlv  by  the  production  of  disease  germs,  as  a  noxious  plant 
is  maintained  by  its  seed,  therefore  giving  the  surest  kind  of  a  ffuar- 
antee  that  it  can  be  eradicated  from  this  country,  iis  it  has  from  Nor- 
way, Sweden,  Denmark,  Schleswig-Holstein,  Switzerland  and  the 
State  of  Massachusetts; 

Whereas,  This  disease  has  been  allowed  to  exist  and  increase  for 
thirty -six  years  in  the  vicinity  of  New  York  city,  into  which  it  wai 
first  imported,  and  has  spread  from  this  center  as  far  as  Virginia,  and 
is  still  spreading,  and  must  sooner  or  later  reach  the  open  cattle  ranges 
of  Texas  and  the  plains;  the  mingling  of  cattle  in  the  pasture-fields 
and  in  transit  from  place  to  place,  carrying  the  seed  of  the  disease,  as 
experience  has  demonstrated  in  many  authenticated  instances  ; 

Whereas,  The  tendency  of  the  disease  is  southward  and  westward, 
as  it  thrives  best  in  warm  seasons  and  climates.  Should  this  cattle 
scourge  become  fairly  introduced ^among  the  herds  of  the  pasture-fields 
of  the  south  and  west,  it  will  be  impossible  to  expel  it.  Then  its 
terrible  ravages  would  be  felt  throughout  the  entire  country,  entailing 
losses  almost  be^'ond  calculation  ; 

Whereas,  The  magnitude  of  this  subject  can  be  better  understood, 
and  will  become  more  apparent,  by  the  statistics  of.  losses  by  this 
plague  in  Great  Britain  and  other  countries.  Information  as  to  such 
losses,  as  well  as  a  complete  history  of  the  malady,  can  be  found  by 
reference  to  a  work  by  Prof.  James  Law,  of  Cornell  University,  enti- 
tled ** The  Lung  Plague  of  Cattle,  Contagious  Pleuro-Pueumouia." 
To  this  gentleman  are  the  people  of  this  country  greatly  indebted  for 
the  timely  warning,  wisdom  and  knowledge  therein  setJorth; 

WJiereas,  General  Patrick  and  Prof.  Law,  as  agents  of  the  State, 
have  accomplished  much  in  their  efforts  to  stamp  out  this  malady  and 
prevent  its  spread.  Some  two  thousand  head  of  diseased  cattle  have 
been  slaughtered,  and  about  fifty  thousand  dollars  expended  by  the 
State  of  New  York,  in  the  last  year,  in  the  work  of  stamping-out.   This 
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woik  they  find  difficult  and  expensive.  More  needs  to  be  done.  There 
is  a  great  lack  of  co-operation  on  the  part  of  other  States.  This  stands 
as  an  obstacle  to  effectual  work.  Strong  measures  are  to  be  enforced ; 
ports  of  entry  vigilantly  watched.  In  fact,  prompt  action  is  needed 
when  and  wherever  required. 

WhereaSy  It  would  seem  to  be  the  duty  of  the  general  government 
to  supervise  the  business,  and  if  possible  sweep  from  the  land  every 
vestige  of  this  plague ;  this  is  a  matter  in  which  the  people  of  the 
United  States,  each  and  all,  are  interested ;  therefore  it  would  appear 
just  and  proper  that  the  burden  should  fall  upon  all  ;  therefore 

Resolved  (if  the  Senate  concur).  That  in  view  of  the  gravity  of  the 
subject  and  the  circumstances  as  above  set  forth,  that  the  Senators 
and  Bepresentatives  from  this  State  in  Congress  be  requested  to  urge 
upon  Congress  such  tuition  as  will  provide  ways  and  means  to  master 
this  overshadowing  scourge,  so  dangerous  to  one  of  the  most  import- 
ant interests  of  our  country.  * 

By  unanimous  consent  said  resolution  was  referred  to  the  committee 
on  ways  and  means. 

Mr.  Hayes  offered  for  the  consideration  of  the  House  a  resolution 
in  the  words  following: 

Resolved  (if  the  Senate  concur).  That  one  thousand  copies  of  ^he 
Auditor's  financial  report  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  thirtieth  Septem- 
ber, 1879,  be  printi*d  for  the  use  of  the  Legislature,  and  that  six 
hundred  copies  in  addition  thereto  be  pnnted  for  the  use  of  the 
Auditor.    ^ 

Ordered^  That  said  resolution  be  referred  to  committee  on  public 
printing. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Husted,  and  at  II  o'clock  and  50  minutes,  the 
House  adjourned.

Mr.  Origgs,  from  said  committee,  also  reported  in  favor  of  the  pas- 
sage of  the  last  named  bill,  with  amendments,  and  the  title  amended 
by  striking  out  all  after  the  word  "  thereof"  in  said  title,  which  report 
was  agreed  to,  and  the  same  ordered  engrossed  for  a  third  reading. 

Mr.  Alvord  moved  to  recommit  said  bill  to  the  committee  on  roads 
and  bridges,  retaining  its  place  on  order  of  third  reading. 

Mr.  Speaker  put  the  question  whether  the  House  would  agree  to 
said  motion,  and  it  was  determined  in  the  affirmative. 

Mr.  Clancy  moved  to  recommit  the  bill  entitled  "  An  act  to  repeal 
chapter  402  of  the  Laws  of  1878,  entitled '  An  act  to  authorize  the 
county  clerk  of  Kings  county  to  arrange,  assort  and  repair  all  judg- 
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ments,  decrees,  orders  and  other  papers  filed  or  deposited  in  Kings 
county  clerk's  oflBce,  and  to  record  and  certify  mutilated-  or  injured 
writings  affecting  the  title  to  real  estate  in  said  county,  and  proTiding 
compecsation  for  his  services  in  that  respect,' "  to  the  committee  on  the 
judiciary,  retaining  its  place  on  order  of  third  reading. 

Mr.  Speaker  put  the  question  whether  the  House  would  agree  to 
said  motion,  and  it  was  determined  in  the  negative. 

Privileges  of  the  floor  were  granted  to  Hon.  W.  B.  Veeder,  Hon. 
John  I.  Bergen,  and  Hon.  Mr.  Fiske,  former  members  of  this  House; 
also,  Hon.  Mr.  Plumb^  Member  of  the  Canadian  Parliament. 

Leave  of  absence  was  granted  to  Hon.  Mr.  Curtis.  * 

The  fiouse  again  resolved  itself  into  a  committee  of  the  whole  on 
the  bill  entitled  as  follows : 

''An  act  to  confirm  and  legalize  the  acts  of  the  commissioner  of 
highways  jf  the  town  of  Boonville,  in  building  a  bridge  across  Black 
river  nea^Crandall's  mill,  in  1879,  and  to  confirm  and  legalize  the 
acts  of  the  town  auditofs  of  said  town  in  auditing  the  bills  for  the 
expense  thereof." 

And  after  some  time  spent  therein,  Mr.  Speaker  resumed  the  chair, 
and  Mr.  Dougherty,  from  said  committee,  reported  in  favor  of  the  pas- 
sage of  said  bill,  which  report  was  agreed  to,  and  the  same  ordered 
engrossed  for  a  third  readi|^. 

Mr.  Slingerland  introduced  a  bill  entitled  ''  An  act  to  anynd  an 
act,  passed  March  16,  1870,  entitled  *  An  act  to  amend  the  act  to  com- 
bine into  one  act  the  several  acts  relating  to  the  city  of  Albany,' 
passed  April  12,  1845,  and  the  several  acts  amendatorv  thereof;  and 
also,  to  repeal  the  '  Act  to  establish  a  capital  police  district,  and  to 
provide  for  the  government  thereof,*  passed  April  22,  1865,  and  the 
several  acts  amendatory  thereof,  in  so  far  as  they  relate  to  the  city  of 
Albany,'"  which  was  read  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous  consent 
was  also  read  the  second  time,  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  affairs 
of  cities. 

Mr.  Morgan  introduced  a  bill  entitled  "An  act  for  the  preserva- 
tion of  fish  in  Cool's  brook,  in  the  town  of  Wellsville,  in  the  county 
of  Allegany,"  which  was  read  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous  con- 
sent was  also  read  the  second  time,  and  referred  to  the  committee  on 
game  laws.     Accompanied  by  a  petition  on  the  same  subject 

Mr.  Childs  introduced  a  bill  entitled  "  An  act  to  provide  for  the 
preservation  and  use  of  the  leases  of  gospel  and  school  lots,"  which 
was  read  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous  consent  was  also  read  the 
second  time,  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  charitable  and  religious 
societies. 

Mr.  Roberts  (by  request)  introduced  a  bill  entitled  "An  act  to* 
legalize  and  connrm  certain  procedings  of  the  board  of  health  of  the 
city  of  Buffalo,  taken  in  the  years  1877  and  1878,  in  respect  to  the 
abatement  of  certain  nuisances,"  which  was  read  the  first  time,  and 
by  unanimous  consent  was  also  read  the  second  time,  and  referred 
to  the  committee  on  the  judiciary. 

Also,  the  bill  entitled  "  An  act  to  establish  a  local  court  of  civil 
jurisdiction  in  the  citv  of  Buffalo,  to  be  called  the  Municipal  Court  of 
Buffalo,  and  to  amend  the  charter  of  said  city,"  which  was  read  the 
first  time,  and  by  unanimous  consent  was  also  read  the  second  time, 
and  referred  to  the  committee  on  the  judiciary. 
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Also,  the  bill  entitled  ^'  An  act  to  amend  an  act  entitled  '  An  act  to 
consolidate  the  several  school  districts  in  the  town  of  Grand  Island^ 
Erie  county,  and  to  provide  for  a  board  of  education  therein,  passed 
April  26,  1879/'^  which  was  read  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous 
consent  was  also  read  the  second  time,  and  referred  to  the  committee 
on  public  education. 

Mr.  Shanley  introduced  a  bill  entitled  ^'  An  act  in  relation  to  the 
Prospect  Park  and  Flatbush  Bailroad  Company,^'  which  was  read  the 
first  time^  and  by  unanimous  coneent  was  also  read  the  secoifd  time^ 
and  referred  to  the  committee  on  railroads. 

Mr.  Clancy  introduced  a  bill  entitled  "  An  act  to  provide  for  the 
payment  of  certain  assessments  on  property  of  the  Bridge  Street 
African  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  of  the  city  of  Brooklyn,"  which 
was  read  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous  consent  was  also  read  the 
second  time,  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  affairs  of  cities. 

Mr.  Wren  introduced  a  bill  entitled  "An  act  for  the  extension  of 
a  certain  highway  in  the  city  of  Brooklyn  to  and  in  the  town  of 
Newtown,  Queens  county,"  which  was  read  the  first  time,  and  by 
unanimous  consent  was  also  read  the  second  time,  and  referred  to 
the  committee  on  internal  affairs. 

Mr.  Miller  introduced  a  bill  entitled  '^  An  act  to  release  to  Ellen 
Kennedy  and  others  the  right,  title  and  interest  of  the  people  of  the 
State  of  New  York,  in  apd  to  certain  real  estate  in  the  county  of 
Madison,  of  which  Richard  Kennedy  died  seized/'  which  was  read 
the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous  consent  was  also  read  the  second 
time,  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  petitions  of  aliens.  Accom- 
panied by  a  petition  on  the  same  subject. 

Mr.  C.  8.  Baker  introduced  a  bill  entitled  *^  An  act  for  the  relief 
of  James  E.  Hayden  and  Oscar  E.  Hayden,"  which  ^as  read  the  first 
time,  and  by  unanimous  consent  was  also  read  the  second  time,  and 
referred  to  the  committee  on  canals. 

Mr.  Hayes  introduced  a  bill  entitled  "  An  act  to  provide  for  the  pay- 
ment of  the  expenses  of  the  department  of  docks  of  the  city  of  New 
York  and  for  the  acquisition  of  property  for  dock  purposes,'^  which 
was  read  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous  consent  Was  also  read  the 
second  time,  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  affairs  of  cities. 

Also,  the  bill  entitled  ''An  act  in  relation  to  pilotage  in  the  city 
of  New  York,"  which  was  read  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous 
consent  was  also  re^  the  second  time,  and  referred  to  the  com- 
mittee on  commerce  and  navigation. 

Mr.  Wells  (by  request)  introduced  a  bill  entitled  ''  An  act  to  amend 
chapter  329  of  the  Laws  of  1874,  entitled  'An  act  to  re-enact  and 
amend  an  act  entitled  'An  act  to  provide  for  the  annexation  of  the 
towDS  of  Morrisania,  West  Farms  and  King's  Bridge,  in  the  county 
of  Westchester,  to  the  city  and  county  of  New  York,' "  which  was  read 
the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous  consent  was  also  read  the  second 
time,  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  affairs  of  cities. 

Mr.  Vamum  introduced  a  bill  entitled  "  An  act  to  facilitate  the 
foreclosure  of  mortgages  and  to  reduce  the  expenses  thereof,''  which 
was  read  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous  consent  was  also  read  the 
second  time,  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  the  judiciary. 

Mr.  Rhodes  (by  request)  introduced  a  bill  entitled  "  An  act  to 
amend  the  statutes  in  relation  to  recording  conveyances,"  which  was 
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read  the  first  time,  and  by  nnanimons  consent  was  also  read  the 
second  time,  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  the  judiciary.  Accom- 
panied by  a  petition  on  the  same  subject. 

Mr.  Sharpe  introduced  a  bill  entitled  "  An  act  to  repeal  section  3 
of  an  act  entitled  *  An  act  to  provide  for  the  extension  of  the  New 
York,  Kingston  and  Syracuse  Eailroad,  passed  June  9,  1873,"'  which 
was  read  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous  consent  was  also  read  the 
second  time,  and  refe/red  to  the  committee  on  railroads. 

Also,*the  bill  entitled  "  An  act  to  repeal  chapter  458  of  the  Laws  of 
1871.  entitled  '  An  act  to  provide  for  the  extension  of  the  Rondout 
and  Oswego  Railroad  to  the  east  bank  of  the  Hudson  river,  and  to 
establish  a  ferry  over  said  river,' "  which  was  x^ead  the  first  time, 
and  by  unanimous  consent  was  also  read  the  second  time,  and  referred 
to  the  committee  on  railroads. 

Mr.  Bradley  introduced  a  bill  entitled  "An  act  to  amend  section  90, 
chapter  426  of  the  Laws  of  1847,  entitled  *  An  act  for  the  incorpora- 
tion of  villages/  "  which  was  read  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous 
consent  was  also  read  the  second  time,  and  referred  to  the  com- 
mittee  on  affairs  of  villages. 

Also,  the  bill  entitled  "  An  act  for  the  relief  of  the  Manhattan 
Savings  Institution  of  the  city  of  New  York,  and  to  authorize  the 
city  of  Yonkers  to  issue  bonds  for  certain  purposes,"  which  was  read 
the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous  consent  was  also  read  the  second 
time,  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  ways  and  means. 

Also,  the  bill  entitled  "  An  act  to  amend  chapter  888  of  the  Laws 
of  1869,  entitled  '  An  act  to  amend  title  16,  chapter  8,  part  3  of  the 
■Revised  Statutes,  relative  to  proceedings  for  the  drainage  of  swamps, 
marshes  and  other  low  or  wet  lands  and  for  draining  farm  lands,'" 
which  was  read,  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous  consent  was  also 
read  the  second  time,  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  internal  affairs. 
Mr.  D.  A.  Wells  introduced  a  bill  entitled  *'  An  act  to  enable  the 
electors  of  the  town  of  Mayfield,  Fulton  county,  N.  Y.,  to  vote  by 
districts  for  town  officers,"  which  was  read  the  first  time,  and  by 
unanimous  consent  was  also  read  the  second  time,  and  referred  to 
the  committee  oh  internal  affairs. 

Mr.  Tallmad^e  introduced  a  bill  entitled  *'  An  act  to  amend  chap- 
ter 863  of  the  Laws  of  1873,  entitled  *  An  act  to  amend  the  charter  of 
the  city  of  Brooklyn  and  the  various  amendments  thereof,' "  which 
was  read  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous  consent  was  also  read  the 
second  time,  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  affairs  of  cities.   . 

Mr.  Hurd  offered  for  the  consideration  of  the  House  a  resolution 
in  the  words  following: 

Resolved,  The  Oanifl  Auditor  is  hereby  requested  to  report  to  this 
House  within  five  days  the  amount  of  money  expended  and  paid  out 
on  the  canals  of  this  State  since  the  first  day  of  October,  1879. 

Mr.  Speaker  put  the  question  whether  the  House  would  agree  to  said 
resolution,  and  it  was  determined  in  the  affirmative. 

Mr.  Hurd  offered  for  the  consideration  of  the  House  a  resolution 
in  the  words  following: 

Resolved  (if  the  Senate  concur),  That  article  7  of  the  Constitution 
is  hereby  amended  so  iis  to  read  as  follows  : 

Sbction  1.  Section  1  and  section  2  of  article  7  of  the  Constitution 
of  the  State  are  hereby  abrogated  and  amended. 
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§  2.  Section  3  of  said  article  shall  be  changed  to  section  1,  and  tho 
said  section  shall  hereafter  read  as  follows : 

§  1.  The  Legislature  shall  not  lease,  sell  or  otherwise  dispose  of  the 
Erie  canal,  the  Oswego  canal,  the  Ghamplain  canal,  the  Black  Biver 
canal,  or  the  Cayuga  and  Seueca  canal,  but  they  shall  remain  the 
property  of  the  State  and  under  its  management  forever.  The  rates 
of  toll  on  persons  and  property  transported  on  the  canals  shall  not  be 
reduced  below  those  for  the  year  1862,  except  by  the  Canal  Board  with 
the  concurrence  of  the  Legislature.  All  contracts  for  work  or  mate- 
rials on  any  canal  shall  be  made  with  the  person  who  shall  offer  to  do 
or  provide  the  same  at  the  lowest  price,  with  adequate  security  for 
their  performance.  No  extra  compensation  shall  be  made  to  any  con- 
tractor, but  if,  from  any  unforeseen  cause,  the  terms  of  any  contract 
shall  prove  to  be  unjust  and  oppressive,  the  Canal  Board  may,  upon 
the  application  of  the  contractor,  cancel  such  contract. 

§  3.  Hereafter  the  expenditures  for  collection,  superintendence, 
ordinary  or  extraordinary  repairs  on  the  canals  named  in  the  first  sec- 
tion of  this  article,  shall  not  exceed  in  any  year  their  gross  receipts 
for  the  previous  year,  except  in  cases  hereinafter  provided. 

§  4.  There  shall  be  created  a  fund  under  the  control  and  manage- 
ment of  the  commissioners  of  the  canal  fund,  which  shall  be  made  up 
in  the  following  manner : 

1.  Of  all  funds  that  may  be  derived  from  any  lease,  sale  or  other 
dispositions  of  an^  canal,  other  than  the  canals  named  in  the  first 
section  of  this  article. 

2.  From  any  excess  of  gross  receipts  of  the  previous  year,  beyond 
the  expenditures  for  collection,  superintendence,  ordinary  and  extra- 
ordinary repairs  on  the  canals  named  in  the  first  section  of  this  article 
for  the  year  next  subsequent  thereto. 

3.  By  the  transfer  thereto  'of  the  sum  of  $400,000  now  in  the 
treasury,  which  has  been  paid  therein  in  pursuance  of  the  require- 
ments of  act  chapter  425  of  the  Laws  of  1876,  for  the  deepening 
of  the  channel  of  the  canal.  All  of  which  fund  so  hereby  created 
shidl  be  invested  in  stocks  or  bonds  of  this  State  or  the  United 
States,  and  may,  under  the  direction  and  enactment  of  the  Legis- 
lature from  time  to  time,  be  appropriated  to  make  up  any  deficiency 
to  meet  the  ordinary  or  extraordinary  expenditures  of  the  canals 
beyond  the  requirements  and  restrictions  of  the  second  section 
of  this  article,  or  for  permanent  improvement  of  the  canals.  And  in 
addition  hereto,  in  case  of  anv  extraordinary  necessity  arising  out  of 
any  unforeseen  or  unprovided  for  disaster  to  the  banals,  the  Legislature 
may,  in  its  discretion,  bv  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  all  the  members 
elected  to  each  branch  oi  the  Legislature,  appropriate  a  sum  in  any 
one  year,  not  exceeding  $500,000,  out  of  tne  general  fund,  for  the 
purpose  of  canal  reparation  and  restoration ;  which  last-mentioned 
sum  shall  be  restored  to  the  general  fund  from  the  fund  herein  created 
as  soon  as  may  be,  and  in  preference  to  any  other  claim  upon  such 
fund. 

§  6.  Strike  out  sections  4,  5  'and  [6  ;  make  sections  7,  8,  9,  10,  11, 
12, 13  and  14,  to  read  sections  4,  5,  6,  7,  8,  9,  10  and  11. 

§  11.  The  present  canal  funded  debt  shall  hereafter  be  named  a 
general  fund  debt,  and  shall  be  redeemed  and  paid  at  the  time  or  the 
times  when  the  same  becomes  due  by  taxation;  and^  the  payment  of 
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the  principal  and  interest  thereof  shall  be  provided  for  by  a  sinking 
fund  in  the  same  manner  as  now,  excep^t  that  the  income  from  the 
canals  shall  not  be  called  upon  for  that  purpose. 

§  12.  This  article  of  the  Constitution  hereby  reconstructed  shall  be 
and  remain  article  7  of  the  Constitution,  in  place  and  stead  of  article 
7  of  the  Constitution  hereby  amended. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Husted  and  by  unanimous  consent,  said  bill  was 
ordered  printed  and  placed  on  the  bill  files  of  members,  and  laid  on 
the  table. 

Mr.  Piake  oflTered  for  the  consideration  of  the  House  a  resolution 
in  the  words  following : 

Resolved^  That  the  committee  on  federal  relations  be  discharged 
from  the  further  consideration  of  the.  bill  entitled  "  An  act  to  author- 
ize the  construction  of  an  island  upon,  and  conveyance  of  a  portion 
of,  Robbins  reef,  in  the  harbor  of  Ifew  York,"  and  that  the  same  be 
referred  to  the  committee  on  commerce  and  navigation. 
Said  resolution  giving  rise  to  debate. 

Ordered,  That  the  same  be  laid  upon  the  table. 

Mr.  Skinner  offered  for  the  consideration  of  the  House  a  resolution 
in  the  words  following : 

Resblvedy  That  the  Secretary  of  State  be  requested  to  furnish  the 
Assembly,  within  five  days,  with  a  complete  list  of  all  newspapers 
authorized  by  that  department  to  publish  the  concurrent  resolutions 
passed  by  the  Legislature  of  1879,  and  the  price  agreed  upon  with 
each  newspaper  for  such  publication. 

Mr.  Speaker  put  the  question  whether  the  House  would  agree  to  the 
resolution,  and  it  was  determined  in  the  affirmative. 

Mr.  Skinner  offered  for  the  consideration  of  the  House  a  resolution 
in  the  words  following : 

Whereas,  At  the  last  session  of  the  Legislature  the  following  amend- 
ments were  proposed  in  the  Senate  and  Assembly,  viz.: 

Resolved  (if  the  Senate  concur),  That  section  6  of  article  10  of 
the  Constitution  bo  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows : 

§  6.  The  political  year  and  legislative  term  shall  begin  on  the  first 
day  of  January,  and  the  Legislature  shall,  every  second  year,  assemble 
on  the  first  Tuesday  after  the  first  Monday  in  January,  unless  a  dif- 
ferent day  shall  be  appointed  by  law. 

Resolved  (if  the  Senate  concur),  That  sections  2,  5  and  6  of  article 
3  of  the  Constitution  be  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows  : 

§  2.  The  Senate  sh^U  consist  of  thirty-two  members,  and  the  Sena- 
tors shall  be  chosen  for  four  years.  The  Assembly  shall  consist  of  one 
hundred  and  twenty-eight  members,  who  shall  be  chosen  for  two  years. 

§  5.  The  Assembly  shall  consist  of  one  hundred  and  twenty-eight 
members  elected  for  two  years.  The  members  of  Assembly  shall 
be  apportioned  among  the  several  counties  of  the  State  by  the  Legisla- 
ture, as  nearly  as  may  be,  according  to  the  number  of  their  respective 
inhabitants,  excluding  aliens^  and  shall  be  chosen  by  single  districts. 
The  Assembly  districts  shall  remain  as  at  present  organized,  until 
after  the  enumex'ation  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  State  in  the  year  eigh- 
teen hundred  and  eighty-five.  The  Legislature,  at  its  first  session  after 
the  return  of  every  enumeration,  shall  apportion  the  members  of 
Assembly  among  the  several  counties  of  ihe  State  in  the  manner  afore- 
said ;  and  the  board  of  supervisors  in  such  counties  as  may  be  entitled 


nnder  such  apportionment  to  more  than  one  member,  except  the  city 
and  county  of  New  York,  and  in  said  city  and  county  the  board  of 
aldermen  of  said  city  shall  assemble  at  such  time  as  the  Legislature 
making  such  apportionment  shall  prescribe,  and  divide  their  respect- 
ive counties  into  Assembly  districts,  each  of  which  districts  shall  con- 
sist of  convenient  and  contiguous  territory,  equal  to  the  number  of 
members  of  Assembly  to  which  such  counties  shall  be  entitled,  and 
shall  cause  to  be  filed  in  the  offices  of  the  Secretary  of  State  and  the 
clerks  of  their  respective  counties,  a  description  of  such  districts,  speci- 
fying the  number  of  each  district  and  the  population  thereof,  accord- 
ing to  the  last  preceding  enumeration,  as  near  as  can  be  ascertained  ; 
and  the  apportionment  and  districts  shall  remain  unaltered  until 
another  enumeration  shall  be  made  as  herein  provided.  No  town 
shall  be  divided  in  the  formation  of  Assembly  districts.  Every  county 
heretofore  established  and  separately  organized,  except  the  county  of 
Hamilton,  shall  always  be  entitled  to  one  member  of  Assembly,  and 
no  new  county  shall  be  hereafter  erected  unless  its  population  shall 
entitle  it  to  a  member.  The  county  of  Hamilton  shall  elect  with  the 
county  of  Fulton  until  the  population  of  the  county  of  Hamilton 
shall,  accordinfi^  to  the  ratio,  be  entitled  to  a  member.  But  the  Ijcgis- 
latnre  may  abolish  the  said  county  of  Hamilton  and  annex  the  territory 
thereof  to  some  other  county  or  counties.  Nothing  in  this  section 
shall  prevent  division,  at  any  time,  of  counties  and  towns,  and  the 
erection  of  new  towns  and  counties  by  the  Legislature. 

§  6.  Each  member  of  the  Legislature  shall  receive  for  his  services  an 
annual  salary  of  seven  hundred  and  fifty  dollars.  The  members  of 
either  House  shall  also  receive  the  sum  of  one  dollar  for  every  ten  miles 
they  shall  travel  in  going  to  and  returning  from  their  place  of  meet- 
ing once  in  each  session  on  the  most  usual  route.  When  the  Senate 
and  Assembly  are  convened  in  extra  or  special  session,  upon  the  call  of 
the  Governor,  each  member  of  the  Legislature  shall  receive  an  addi- 
tional allowance  of  ten  dollars  a  day,  and  Senators,  when  the  Senate 
alone  is  convened  in  extraordinary  session,  or  when  serving  as  members 
of  the  court  for  the  trial  of  impeachments;  and  such  members  of  the 
Assembly,  not  exceeding  nine  in  number,  as  shall  be  appointed  mana- 

Sers  of  an  impeachment,  shall  receive  an  additional  allowance  of  ten 
ollars ;  and 

Whereas,  The  said  proposed  amendments  were  affreod  to  by  a  major- 
ity of  the  members  elected  to  each  of  the  two  Houses  of  the  said 
liegislature,  entered  in  their  journals,  with  the  yeas  and  nays  taken 
thereon,  and  referred  to  the  Legislature  to  be  chosen  at  the  then  next 
geueral  election  of  Senators ;  and 

Whereas,  Such  election  has  taken  place  and  said  proposed  amend- 
ments were  duly  published  for  three  months  previous  to  the  time  of 
making  such  choice,  in  pursuance  of  the  provisions  of  section  I  of 
article  13  of  the  Constitution  ;  therefore 

Resolved  (if  the  Senate  concur),  That  the  Assembly  do  agree  to  the 
proposed  amendment 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Skinner,  and  by  unanimous  consent,  said  reso- 
lutions were  ordered  printed  and  placed  on  bill  files  of  members.

The  House  met  pursuant  to  adjournment.

Ordered,  That  the  same  be  laid  upon  the  table. 

Resolved  (if  the  Assembly  concur).  That  1,500  extra  copies  of  the 
annual  report  of  the  New  York  State  Soldiers  and  Sailors'  Home,  be 
printed  for  the  use  of  the  trustees  with  paper  covers. 

Ordered,  That  the  same  be  laid  upon  the  table. 

Resolved  (if  the  Assemly  concur),  That  2,000  extra  copies  of  the 
First  Annual  Report  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Binghamton  Asylum 
for  the  Insane  be  printed  for  the  use  of  the  Legislature  and  for  the 
trustees  of  the  asylum.

mons  consent  was  also  read  the  second  time,  and  referred  to  the  com- 
mittee on  State  charitable  institutions. 

"An  act  to  amend  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure,"  which  was  read 
the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous  consent  was  also  read  the  second 
time,  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  the  judiciary.

Mr.  Slingerland  (by  request)  introduced  a  bill  entitled  ''  An  act  to 
repeal  chapter  564  of  the  Laws  of  1869,  entitled.'  An  act  authorizing 
additional  tolls  to  be  collected  on  plank  roads  in  the  county  of  Albanv, 
whiah  was  read  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimons  consent  was  also 
read  the  second  time,  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  roads  and 
bridges. 

Mr.  Morgan  (by  request)  introduced  a  bill  entitled  '^  An  act  to 
authorize  the  Treasurer  of  the  State  of  New  York  to  indorse  and  de- 
liver to  Hugh  M.  Severane,  two  certificates  of  deposit  of  five  hundred 
dollars  each  to  the  First  National  Bank  of  Angelica,"  which  was  read 
the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous  consent  was  also  read  the  second 
time,  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  canals. 

Mr.  Roberts  introduced  a  bill  entitled  'An  act  making  appropria- 
tions for  replacing  the  uniforms  and  equi  pments  belonging  to  the  65th 
Begiment,  National  Guard,  which  were  injured  and  destroyed  at 
Buffalo,  July  1877,"  which  was  read  the  first  time,  and  by  unani- 
mous consent  was  also  read  the  second  time,  and  referred  to  the 
committee  on  ways  and  means. 

Mr.  Hurd  introduced  a  bill  entitled  "  An  act  to  authorize  trustees 
of  religious  corporations  to  arrest  persons  disturbing  religious  meet- 
ings," which  was  read  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous  consent 
was  also  read  the  second  time,  and  referred  to  the  committee  on 
charitable  and  religious  societies. 

Mr.  Lindsay  introduced  a  bill  entitled  "  An  act  to  authorize  the 
construction  of  a  bridge  over  Newtown  creek,  also,  a  temporary  bridge 
and  to  transfer  the  charge  and  jurisdiction  of  said  bridge  from  Long 
Island  City,  and  to  confer  the  same  upon  the  county  of  Queens,"  which 
was  read  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous  consent  was  also  read 
the  second  time,  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  general  laws. 

Mr.  Seeley  introduced  a  bill  entitled  *^  An  act  for  the  relief  of 
policy  holders  in  life  insurance  companies,"  which  was  read  the  first 
time,  and  by  unanimous  consent  was  also  read  the  second  time, 
and  referred  to  the  committee  on  insurance. 

Mr.  Root  introduced  a  bill  entitled  "  An  aet  to  authorize  the  con- 
struction of  a  bridge  over  the  Erie  canal  at  Brockport,  Monroe  county, 
New  York,"  which  was  read  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous  con- 
sent was  also  read  the  second  time,  and  referred  to  the  committee 
ou  canals. 

Mr.  Duell  introduced  a  bill  entitled  "  An  act  relating  to  referees, 
reotivers,  auditors  and  other  ofSoers  appointed  by  the  court  within  the 
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counties  of  New  York  and  Kings,"  which  was  read  the  first  time,  and 
by  unanimous  consent  was  also  read  the  second  time,  and  referred 
to  the  committee  on  the  judiciary. 

Mr.  Gushing  introduced  a  bill  entitled  "An  act  to  amend  chapter 
35  of  the  Laws  of  1878,  entitled  '  An  act  granting  free  passage  throngh 
toll  gates  and  over  toll  bridges  and  femes  to  the  National  Guard," 
whi(m  was  read  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous  consent  was  also 
read  the  second  time,  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  militia. 

Mr.  McCarthy  introduced  a  bill  entitled  ''An  act  to  extend  the 
definition  of  the  crime  of  perjury  and  for  other  purposes,"  which  was 
read  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous  consent  was  also  read  the 
second  time,  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  public  education. 

Also,  the  bill  entitled  '*  An  act  relating  to  the  public  schools  of 
the  city  of  New  York  and  to  those  employed  therein  as  teachers  or 
instructors,"  which  was  read  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous  con- 
sent was  also  read  the  second  time,  and  referred  to  the  committee 
on  the  judiciary. 

Mr.  Mitchell  introduced  a  bill  entitled  ''  An  act  to  amend  section 
51,  of  ar title  4,  of  chapter  8,  of  title  1,  of  part  2,  of  the  Revised 
Statutes,  entitled  '  Of  separation  or  limited  divorces,' "  which  was  read 
the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous  consent  was  also  read  the  second 
time,  and.  referred  to  the  committee  on  the  judiciary.

Mr.  Travis  introduced  a  bill  entitled  '^  An  act  to  amend  chapter 
436  of  the  Laws  of  1877  entitled  '  An  act  in  relation  to  the  county 
treasurer,"  which  was  read  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous  consent 
was  also  read  the  second  time,  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  ways 
and  means. 

Mr.  Hayes  introduced  a  bill  entitled  '^  An  act  to  establish  a  State 
board  of  health,"  which  was  read  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous 
consent  was  also  read  the  second  time,  and  referred  to  the  committee 
on  ways  and  means,  accompanied  by  a  petition  on  the  same  subject: 
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Mr.  Bradley,  from  the  oommittee  on  general  laws,  to  which  was 
referred  the  bill  introduced  by  Mr.  Lindsay  (introductory  No.  207), 
entitled  ''An  act  to  amend  subdivision  1  of  section  9  of  article  2, 
title  4,  chapter  6,  part  1  of  the  Bevised  Statutes,  in  relation  to  elections 
and  ballots,"  reported  in  favor  of  the  passage  of  the  same,  which 
report  was  agreed  to  and  said  bill  committed  to  the  committee  of  the 
whole. 

Mr.  Bradley,  from  the  committee  on  general  laws,  to  which  was 
referred  the  bill  introduced  by  Mr.  Wren  (introductory  No.  127),  en- 
titled ''  An  act  to  ascertain  the  citizens  of  the  various  towns  of  Kings 
county  who  shall  be  entitled  to  the  rights  of  suffrage  therein,"  reported 
in  favor  of  the  passage  of  the  same,  which  report  was  agreed  to  and 
said  bill  committed  to  the  committee  of  the  whole. 

Mr.  Bradley,  from  the  committee  on  general  laws,  to  which  was 
referred  the  bill  introduced  by  Mr.  Youngs  (introductory  No.  106), 
entitled  "  An  act  to  limit  and  define  the  powers  of  the  boards  of 
supervisors  of  the  various  counties  of  this  State  in  regard  to  author- 
izing town  officers  to  borrow  money  on  the  credits  of  the  towns," 
reported  in  favor  of  the  passage  of  the  same  with  amendments,  which 
report  was  agreed  to  and  said  bill  committed  to  the  committee  of  the  * 
whole. 

Mr.  Skinner,  from  the  committee  on  railroads,  to  which  was  referred 
the  bill  introduced  by  Mr.  Alvord  (introductory  No.  41),  entitled 
"  An  act  to  extend  the  charter  of  the  Central  City  Railway,  organized 
under  and  in  pursuance  of  chapter  483,  Laws  of  1859,"  reported  in 
favor  of  the  passage  of  the  same,  which  report  was  agreed  to  and 
said  bill  committed  to  the  committee  of  the  whole. 

Mr.  Skinner,  from  the  committee  on  railroads,  to  which  was  referred 
the  bill  introduced  by  Mr.  Duguid  (introductory  No.  144),  entitled 
"  An  act  for  the  better  protection  of  the  traveling  public,"  reported 
in  favor  of  the  passage  of  the  same,  which  report  was  agreed  to  and 
said  bill  committed  to  the  committee  of  the  whole. 

Mr.  Skinner,  from  tlie  committee  on  railroads,  to  which  was  referred 
the  bill  introduced  by  Mr.  Clancy  (introductory  No.  163),  entitled 
"  An  act  to  provide  compensation  to  property  owners  for  damages 
occasioned  by  the  construction,  operation,  or  use  of  elevated  railroads 
within  this  State  containing  over  three  hundred  thousand  inhabitants," 
reported  for  the  consideration  of  the  House. 

Mr.  Skinner  moved  that  said  bill  be  recommitted  to  the  committee 
on  railroads,  when  printed. 

'Mr.  Speaker  put  the  question  whether  the  House  would  agree  to 
said  motion,  and  it  was  determined  in  the  affirmative. 

Mr.  Skinner,  from  the  committee  on  railroads,  to  which  was  referred 
the  bill  introduced  by  Mr.  Sheridan  (introductory  No.  170),  entitled 
"  An  act  in  relation  to  compensation  to  be  made  for  damages  caused 
by  the  construction  and  operation  of  elevated  railways  in  the  city  of 
Brooklyn,"  reported  for  the  consideration  of  the  House.

for  such  employment  of  convicts  and  others  confined  in  the  public 
prisons  of  this  State,  as  shall  not  compete  with  honest  labor.  Said 
committee  being  empowered  co  make  such  investigation  as  mav  be 
necessary  for  the  preparation  of  such  bill  with  full  power  to  send  for 
persons  and  papers. 

Said  resolution  givitig  rise  to  debate,

now  subject  to  great  and  needless  disability  and  expense. 

Whereas,  The  consequences  of  this  fall  upon  our  whole  people  in 
the  single  particular  of  the  iron  products  of  Lake  Superior  to  the  ex- 
tent of  nearly  one  million  of  dollars  annually  ;  and 

Whereas,  By  adequate  appropriations  therefor  the  completion  of  the 
lock  and  canal  at  Sauit  St.  Marie  and  the  improvement  of  the  St. 
Marie  river  and  the  Lime  Kiln  crossing,  can  be  completed  to  sixteen 
feet  of  water  during  the  year  1881 ;  therefore 

ResoUed  (if  the  Senate  concur).  That  it  is  the  sense  of  the  Legisla-^ 
'.ure  of  the  estate  of  New  York,  that  an  urgent  commercial  necessity* 
exists  for  the  earliest  possible  completion  of  these  improvements,  and 
the  Senators  and  Representatives  in  Congress  from  the  State  of  New 
York  are  hereby  requested  to  use  all  proper  means  to  secure  this  im- 
portant result. 

Resolved,  That  a  certified  copy  of  these  resolutions  be  forwarded  to 
each  of  said  Senators  and  Representatives. 

Ordered,  That  the  same  be  laid  upon  the  table. 

Mr.  Wren  offered  for  the  consideration  of  the  House  a  resolution 
in  the  words  following : 

Whereas,  Thirteen  million  dollars  has  already  been  expended  upon 
the  construction  of  the  East  River  Bridge,  and  grave  doubts  and  sus- 
picions are  entertained  as  to  the  stability  of  the  structure;  therefore 
be  it, 

Resolved  {\t  the  Senate  concur),  That  the  Governor  be  empowered 
to  appoint  tnree  expert  engineers  to  examine  into  and  report  upon  the 
condition  of  the  New  York  and  Brooklyn  Bridge,  whether  the  Struct- 
ure 80  far  as  now  built  will  prove  durable  and  safe,  and  whether  it 
would  not  prove  to  the  benefit  of  the  counties  of  New  York  and 
Brooklyn,  that  another  board  of  trustees  and  officers  should  be  pro- 
vided for  by  this  Legislature.

Whereas^  It  becomes  the  duty  of  the  Legislature,  under  the  circum- 
stances, to  come  to  the  rescne  of  the  people  in  this,  their  hour  of  need, 
and  exert  every  possible  effort  to  protect  them  against  a  system  of 
gambling,  by  which  the  bread  is  taken  from  the  mouths  of  the  poorer 
classes  of  our  people  in  order  to  enrich  a  few  heartless  and  unscrupu- 
lous gamblers  ;  therefore 

Resolved,  That  the  judiciary  committee  be  and  thoy.are  hereby  re- 
quested to  at  once  take  into  consideration  the  subject-matter  of  this 
preamble,  and  to  report  as  soon  as  possible  to  this  House,  either  by 
bill  or  otherwise,  some  suitable  and  efficient  remedy  for  the  evils 
named. 

Said  resolution  giving  rise  to  debate.

'  that  the  Hon.  Commissioners  having  this  work  in  charge  shall  advance 

on  and  after  the  first  of  February  next,  the  wages  of  all  emplojees 

under  them  at  such  ratio  as  they  may  regard  for  the  best  interests  of, 

and  relief  of  said  employees. 

Mr.  Crapser  moved  that  this  House  do  now  adjourn.

The  journal  of  yesterday  was  read  and  approved. 
Leave  of  absence  was  granted  to  Mr.  Duell. 
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Privileges  of  the  floor  were  granted  to  Hon.  A.  G.  Williams,  Hon.  ■ 
Mr.  Kearn  and  Hon.  Mr.  Morrison,  former  members  of  this  House. 
The  Senate  sent  for  concurrence  tlie  bills  entitled  as  follows : 
"  An  act  to  prevent  persons  holding  money,  securities  or  funds,  as 
trustees  or  otherwise,  from  mingling  the  same  with  their  own,  and  to 
punish  such  offense,"  which  was  read  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous 
consent  was  also  read  the  second  time,  and  referred  to  the  committee 
on  the  judiciary. 

Also,  **  An  act  to  amend  chapter  590  of  the  Laws  of  1865,  entitled 
*An  act  to  incorporate  the  Porous  Plaster  Company  of  the  city  of 
New  York,'"  which  was  read  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous  consent 
was  also  read  the  second  time,  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  the 
judiciary. 

Also,  "  An  act  to  authorize  a  tax  of  34-100  of  a  mill,  per  dollar  of 
Yalnation,  to  provide  for  a  deficiency  in  the  sinking  fund,  under 
article  7,  section  3  of  the  Constitution,"  which  was  read  the  first 
time,  and  bv  unanimous  consent  was  also  read  the  second  time, 
and  referred  to  the  committee  on  ways  and  means.

Mr.  Roberts  introduced  a  bill  entitled  ''An  act  permitting  persons 
entitled  to  an  interest  in  real  estate  to  prosecute  proceedings  in  parti- 
tion to  obtain  the  same,"  which  was  read  the  first  time,  ana  by  unani- 
mous consent  was  also  read  the  second  time,  and  referred  to  the 
committee  on  the  judiciary.

tion to  courts  of  record  in  the  city  and  county  of  New  York,'" 
reported  in  favor  of  the  passage  of  the  same,  whicn  report  was  agreed 
to  and  said  bill  committed  to  the  committee  of  the  whole. 

Mr.  Terry,  from  the  committee  on  the  judiciary,  to  which  was 
referred  the  bill  introduced  by  Mr,  Sherman  (introductory  No.  108), 
entitled  *'  An  act  to  amend  section  1,  title  4,  chapter  17,  part  1  of  the 
Revised  Statutes,  relating  to  hawkers  and  peddlers,"  reported  in  favor 
of  the  passage  of  the  same,  which  report  w^  agreed  to  and  said  bill 
committed  to  the  committee  of  the  whole.

Mr.  Husted  moved  that  this  House  do  now  adjourn,  to  meet  again 
on  Monday  evening  a  8  o'clock. 

Mr.  Speaker  put  the  question  whether  the  House  would  agree  to 
said  motion,  and  it  was  determined  in  the  affirmative.

Mr.  Shanley  called  from  the  table  the  resolution  previously  offered 
by  him  in  words  following: 

Whereas,  Great  complaint  is  made  by  citizens  of  New  York  and 
Kings  counties  using  the  South  and  Hamilton  ferries,  that  the  accom- 
modations upon  the  same  are  utterly  insufficient,  causing  great  loss 
of  time  to  passengei^s ;  that  the  boats  are  crowded,  to  tne  peril  of 
human  life ;  and  the  waiting-rooms  and  ferry-houses  of  such  ferries 
are  insufficient  tp  provide  proper  shelter  for  the  large  number  of  pass- 
engers using  the  same,  whereby  great  and  unnecessary  hardships  are 
endured  by  them, 

Resolved,  That  the  committee  on  commerce  and  navigation,  of  the 
Assembly,  be  requested  to  report,  by  bill  or  otherwise,  such  measures 
of  relief  as  may  be  deemed  neeessary. 

.^Mr.  Speaker  stated  the  question  to  be  on  the  adoption  of  said  reso- 
lution. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Alvord,  and  by  unanimous  consent,  the  word 
^' instructed "  was  stricken  from  said  resolution  and  the  word ''re- 
quested "  inserted  in  place  thereof. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Husted,  and  by  unanimous  consent,  the  resolu- 
tion was  amended  by  adding  "without  expense  to  the  State"  at  the 
end  thereof. 

Mr.  Speaker  then  put  the  question  whether  the  House  would  agree 
tp  said  resolution,  as  amended,  and  it  was  determined  in  the  affirma- 
tive.

the  names  of  the  plaintiffs  in  said  several  actions,  and  if  the  same 
have  been  instituted  by  any  other  person  than  the  insured,  or  the 
original  beneficiary  as  designated  in  any  or  either  of  said  policies; 
ana  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  said  Knickerbocker  Life  Insurance  Company  be, 
and  they  are  hereby  further  directed,  within  the  time  aforesaid,  to 
further  report : 

1st  The  amounts  paid  for  counsel  and  retaining  fee,  and  when,  and 
to  whom,  and  for  what  purpose  said  payments  were  made.

Whereas,  The  consequences  of  this  fall  upon  our  whole  people  in 
the  single  particular  of  the  iron  products  of  Lake  Superior  to  the  ex- 
tent of  nearly  one  million  of  dollars  annually  ;  and 

Whereas,  dj  adequate  appropriations  therefor  the  completion  of  the 
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lock  and  canal  at  Saalt  St.  Marie  and  the  improvement  of  the  St. 
Marie  river  and  the  Lime  Kiln  crossing,  can  be  completed  to  sixteen 
feet  of.  water  during  the  year  1881 ;  therefore 

Resolved  (if  the  Senate  concur).  That  it  is  the  sense  of  the  Legisla- 
*  ure  of  the  State  of  New  York,  that  an  urgent  commercial  necessity 
exists  for  the  earliest  possible  completion  of  these  improvements,  and 
the  Senators  and  Eepresentatives  in  Congress  from  the  State  of  New 
York  are  hereby  requested  to  use  all  proper  means  to  secure  this  im- 
portant result.

Mr.  Cookinham  moved  that  the  bill  No.  96,  entitled  *'An  act  to 
amend  chapter  446,  Laws  of  1879,  entitled  *  An  act  to  amend  chapter 
361,  Laws  of  1867,  entitled  *  An  act  authorizing  supplementary  pro- 
ceedings for  the  collection  of  taxes,' "  be  recommitted  to  the  committee 
on  ways  and  means.

Resolved  (if  the  Senate  concur),  That  the  Adjutant-General  of  the 
State  be  directed  to  return,  updu  ^plication,  the  property  temporarily 
deposited  by  Captain  Frank  E.  Brownell,  in  the  Bureau  of  Military 
Statistics,  consisting  of  one  Zouave  uniform  and  two  guns,  the  same 
being  the  personal  property  of  the  same  Brownell. 

M$olved  (if  the  Senate  concur),  That  500  extra  copies  of  the  list 
of  the  committees,  of  the  Assembly  be  printed  for  the  use  of  the 
Assembly. 

The  Senate  returned  the  bill  entitled  '^  An  act  to  amend  chapter 
277  of  the  Laws  of  1868,  entitled  ^  An  act  to  amend  an  act  entitled 
'An  act  to  provide  for  the  incorporation  of  villages,  passed  December 
7, 1847,'  and  the  several  acts  amending  the  same,  so  far  as  relates  to 
the  village  of  Baldwinsville,  Onondaga  county,'"  with  a  message  that 
they  have  concurred  in  the  amendments  made  therein  in  the  Assembly. 

Ordered,  That  the  Clerk  deliver  said  bill  to  the  Governor. 

Also,  the  bill  entitled  ^^  An  act  making  an  appropriation  to  carry  out 
the  provisions  of  chapter  134  of  the  Laws  of  1878,  and  chapter  300

establish  a  capital  police  district  and  to  provide  for  the  government 
thereof,  passed  April  22,-1865,  and  the  several  acts  amendatory  thereof, 
in  so  far  as  they  relate  to  the  city  of  Albany.' " 

Mr.  Curtis  offered  for  the  consideration  of  the  House  the  following 
privileged  resolution :' 

Resolved  (if  the  Senate  concur).  That  a  respectful  message  be  sent 
to  the  Governor  requesting  the  return  of  Assembly  bill  entitled**  An 
act  to  authorize  the  sale,  by  towns  and  villages  in  the  counties  of 
Chenango,  Delaware,  Madison,  Ulster, and  Sullivan,  and  the  towns 
of  Pittsfield  and  Edmeston,  in  the  county  of  Otsego,  of  capital  stock 
in  railroad  companies,"  for  amendment. 

Mr.  Speaker  put  the  question  whether  the  House  would  agree  to  said 
resolution,  and  it  was  determined  in  the  affirmative. 

The  Senate  returned  the  bill  entitled  **  An  act  authorizing  the  board 
of  supervisors  of  the  county  of  Kings  to  purchase  land  for  the  purposes 
of  the  National  Guard,"  with  a  message  that  they  have  concurred  in 
the  passage  of  the  same,  with  the  following  amendments: 

Strike  out  all  after  the  enacting  clause  and  insert  as  follows  : 

"  An  act  authorizing  the  board  of  supervisors  of  the  county  of 
Kings  to  purchase  land  for  the  purposes  of  the  National  Guard." 

The  People  of  the  State  of  iHew  York,  represented  Jin  Senate  and 
Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows : 

Section  1.  The  board  of  supervisors  of  the  county  of  Kings  are 
hereby  authorized  to  raise  by  tax,  or  by  the  issue  of  certificates  of 
indebtedness,  a  sum  not  to  exceed  $57,400  for  the  purpose  of  pur- 
chasing land  in  said  county,  upon  which  the  State  is  to  erect  an  armory, 
pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  chapter  272  of  the  Laws  of  1879;  such 
land  to  be  purchased  in  conformity  with  the  terms  and  conditions 
named  in  a  resolution  adopted  by  said  board  of  supervisors  November 
20,  1879.  The  payment  of  said  certificates  of  indebtedness  shall  be 
provided  for  in  three  annual  installments,  in  the  three  annual  tax 
levies  of  said  county  next  succeeding,  and  interest  thereon  shall  not 
exceed  five  per  cent  per  annum. 

Sec.  2.  Upon  the  erections  by  the  State  of  the  armory,  as  provided 
in  chapter  272  of  the  Laws  of  1879,  and  its  occupation  in  pursuance 
of  the  provisions  of  said  law,  the  board  of  supervisors  of  tn^  county 
of  Kings  are  authorized  to  dispose  of  the  armories  now  occupied  by 


the  3M  and  47th  Regiments  of  the  National  Ouard.  The  proceeds 
of  the  sale  of  said  armories  shall  be  used  for  thd  purpose  of  redeeming 
the  certificates  of  indebtedness  authorized  to  be  issued  in  the  first 
sectioD  of  this  act,  or  if  said  certificates  shall  have  been  redeemed^ 
then  the  amount  derived  from  the  sale  of  said  armories  shall  be  cred- 
ited to  the  general  fund  of  said  county  of  Kings,  and  shall  be  deducted 
from  the  annual  tax-levy  next  succeeding. 

Sec.  3.  In  case  of  the  sale  of  the  armories  aforesaid,  such  sale  shall 
be  bj  public  auction,  under  the  direction  of  the  county  tre^urer  and 
npoD  such  terms  and  conditions  as  shall  be  designated  by  the  board 
of  supervisors  of  Kings  county. 

Sec.  4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 

Mr.  Hufited  moved  to  lay  said  bill,  with  Senate  amendments,  on  the 
table,  aud  that  said  amenaments  be  printed. 

Mr.  Speaker  put  the  question  whether  the  House  would  agree  to 
said  motion^  and  it  was  determined  in  the  affirmative. 

Mr.  Wiley  moved  to  reconsider  the  vote  by  which  the  Assembly 
Chamber  was  given  for  a  meeting  of  citizens  of  Albany,  yesterday, 
to  be  held  on  Friday,  February  12,  1880.

all  the  members  present  voicing  in  favor  thereof. 

The  House  then  resolved  itself  into  a  committee  of  the  whole  on  the 
bill  entitled  as  follows :

Mr.  Carpenter  presented  a  petition  of  residents  of  Suffolk  connty 
requesting  the  Legislature  to  devise  some  measures  for  the  ameliora- 
tion of  the  condition  of  convicted  and  incarcerated  women,  and  to 
provide  separate  institutions  for  their  detention  and  incarceration; 
which  was  read  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  state  prisons. 

Mr.  Speaker  presented  the  annual  report  of  the  State  Engineer  and 
Survejror  on  companies  navigiitin^  the  lakes  and  rivers  for  1879 ;  which 
was  laid  on  the  table  and  onlered  printed.

WTiereas,  It  is  generally  admitted  by  the  officers  and  members  of 
this  House  that  the  acoustics  of  the  Assembly  chamber  is  defective, 
to  the  extent  that  it  is  at  all  times  during  business  hours  difficult  and 
many  times  impossible  to  hear  and  understand  the  Speaker,  the  Clerk, 
or  the  members  on  the  floor;  and 

Wliereas,  The  importance  of  good  acoustic  qualities  in  a  room  for 
legislative  deliberation  and  action  should  be  estimated  only  by  the 
importance  of  good  and  wholesome  laws ;  and 
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Whereas,  The  change  made  by  the  committee  appointed  last  year 
to  remedy  the  defect  then  and  now  complained  of  fails  to.  accomplish^ 
in  any  perceptible  degree,  that  purpose ;  therefore, 

Resolved,  That  the  architexjts  and  commissioners  of  the  New  Capitol, 
the  Speaker  and  Clerk  of  the  Assembly,  as  a  committee  hereby  ap- 
pointed, are  requested  to  devise  and  execute  some  plan  xthat  will 
remedy  the  acoustic  defect  of  the  Assembly  Chamber  ;  and  they  ar^ 
requested,  during  the  present  term  of  the  .Legislature,  to  test  different 
plans  antil  the  defect  shall  be  corrected,  though  it  may  be  at  the  sacri- 
fice of  some  artistic  beauty. 

Mr.  Cullinan  moved  to  amend  said  resolutions  at  end  thereof  in 
the  words  following :  • 

"And  further,  be  it 

•*  Resolved,  That  said  committee,  when  appointed,  investigate  the 
heating  of  the  Assembly  Chamber,  and  report  some  method  for  the 
more  general  diffusion  of  heat  and  the  prevention  of  draughts  of  cold 
air." 

Mr.  Varnum  moved  further  to  amend  in  words  following : 

"  And  also,  whether  a  rearrangement  of  the  seats  of  members  be  not 
dwirable;  and  be  it  further 

"  Resolved,  That  the  question  of  properly  ventilating  the  commit- 
tee rooms  of  the  Assembly  be  referred  to  the  same  committee." 

Mr.  Case  moved  the  previous  question. 

Mr.  Speaker  put  the  question  ''  Shall  the  main  question  now  be 
pat?"  and  it  was  determined  in  the  affirmative. 

The  amendments  of  Messrs.  Varnum  and  Cullinan  were  accepted 
by  Mr.  Case. 

Mr.  Speaker  then  put  the  question  whether  the  House  would  agree 
to  said  resolution,  as  amended,  and  it  was  determined  in  the  affirmative. 

Mr.  Gwinup  offered  for  the  consideration  of  the  House  a  resolution 
in  the  words  following: 

l/^liereas.  Under  the  operation  of  the  Constitution  of  the  United 
States  the  several  departments  of  government,  limited  in  tenure,  have 
always  been  filled  by  able  men  ;  and 

Whereas,  Life  tenure  or  great  length  of  time  in  holding  the  chief 
'  executive  office  has  proved  destructive  ,to  republican  governments, 
and  has  been  the  commencement  of  imperial  and  monarchical  govern- 
ments; and 

Whereas,  It  is  our  duty  to  perpetuate  the  legacy  of  the  fathers 
under  which  with  God's  favor  we  have  thus  far  prospered ;  and 

Whereas,  The  change  of  persons  as  Presidents  after  not  exceeding 
seryice  of  two  terms  of  four  years,  has  proved  a  peaceful  method  for 
prtvention  of  internal  feuds  inspired  by  insatiable  ambition ;  and 

]^liereas.  The  renomination  for  the  presidency  of  a  distinguished 
citizen,  who  has  twice  received  the  highest  civic  honors  the  country 
can  bestow  upon  him,  is  again  seriously  considered ;  therefore  (if  the 
Senate  concur^, 

Resolved,  Tnat,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of 
New  York,  a  "third  term  "  nomination  for  the  presidency  is  wholly 
inadvisable  as  being  against  the  best  interests,  peace  and  welfare  of 
the  country. 

Resolved  (if  the  Senate  concur),  That  our  Senators  and  Representa- 
tiTeaiu  Congress  be,  and  they  are  hereby  instructed  to  present  an 
iunendmeiit  to  the  Federal   Constitution  limiting  the   eligibility   of 
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citizens  to  the  presidency  to  two  terms  of  four  years  each  and  no 
more. 

Said  resolution  giving  rise  to  debate, 

Ordered,  That  the  same  be  laid  upon  the  table. 

Mr.  Waterbury  offered  for  the  consideration  of  the  House  a  resolu- 
tion in  the  words  following : 

Resolved  (if  the  Senate  concur),  That  1,200  copies  of  the  Ninth 
Annual  Report  of  the  Stato  Homoeopathic  Asylum  for  the  Insauo  be 
printed  for  the  use  of  that  institution. 

Ordered,  That  said  resolution  be  referred  to  the  committee  on  public 
printing. 

Mr^  McCabe  called  from  the  table  the  Senate  resolution  in  words 
following : 

Wliereas,  The  city  of  New  York  is  the  most  important  seaboard 
center  not  only  of  this  State,  but  of  the  United  States,  and  the  proper 
protection  of  the  commercial  and  industrial  interests  of  the  city  is  by 
necessity  connected  with  the  prosperity  of  the  country  at  large;  and 

Whereas,  The  harbor  defenses  and  fortifications  of  the  city  of  New 
York  against  attacks  from  marine  forces  are  manifestly  inadequate  to 
afford  security  to  the  city,  should  such  attacks  be  made  upon  it,  and 
the  erection  and  maintenance  of  proper  and  suitable  defenses  to  the 
city  is  a  matter  of  national  importance  and  properly  belongs  to  the 
Federal  Congress ;  therefore 

Resolved  (if  the  Senate  concur).  That  our  Senators  and  Representa- 
tiyes  in  Congress  be  requested  to  use  their  influence  to  secure  an  early 
appropriation  sufficient  for  the  speedy  erection  and  proper  mainte- 
nance of  the  fortifications  and  defenses  necessary  for  the  protection  of 
the  city  of  New  York  against  hostile  attacks. 

Resolved,  That  a  copy  of  these  resolutions  be  forwarded  to  our  Sen- 
ators and  Representatiycs  in  Congress. 

Mr.  Speaker  put  the  question  whether  the  House  would  agree  to  said 
resolution,"  and  it  was  determined  in  the  affirmative. 

Mr.  Terry,  from  the  committee  on  the  judiciary,  to  which  was 
referred  the  bill  iiitroduced  by  Mr.  Terry  (introductory  No.  235),  en- 
titled "  An  act  repealing  certain  acts  and  parts  of  acts,"  reported  in 
fayor  of  the  passage  of  the  same,  which  report  was  agreed  to  and  said 
bill  committed  to  the  committee  of  the  whole. 

Mr.  Russell  moyed  to  take  from  the  table  the  message  of  the  Senate 
returning  the  bill  entitled  "  An  act  authorizing  the  board  of  super- 
yisors  of  the  county  of  Kings  to  purchiise  land  for  the  purposes  of  the 
National  Guard,"  in  the  words  following:

Section  1.  The  board  of  supervisors  of  the  county  of  Kings  are 
hereby  authorized  to  raise  by  tax,  or  by  the  issue  of  certificates  of  in- 
debtedness, a  sum  not  to  exceed  $57,400  for  the  purpose  of  purchasing 
land  in  said  county,  upon  which  the  State  is  to  erect  an  armory  pur- 
suant to  the  provisions  of  chapter  272  of  the  Laws  of  1879,  such 
land  to  be  purchased  in  conformity  with  the  terms  and  conditions 
named  in  a  resolution  adopted  by  said  board  of  supervisor  November 
20,  1879.     The  payment  of  said^certificates  of  indebtedness  shall  be 

f)rovided  for  in  three  annual  installments  in  the  three  annual  tax 
evies  of  said  county  next  succeeding,  and  interest  thereon  shall  not 
exceed  fiveper  cent  per  annum. 

Sec.  2.  Upon  the  erection  by  the  State  of  the  armory  as  provided  in

chapter  272  of  the  Laws  of  1879,  and  its  occapation  in  pursaance  of 
.  the  provisions  of  said  law,  the  board  of  supervisors  of  the  county  of 
Kings  are  authorized  to  dispose  of  the  armories  now  occupied  by  the 
32d  and  47th  Regiments  of  the  National  Guard.  The  proceeds  of  the 
sale  of  said  armories  shall  be  used  for  the  purpose  of  redeeming  the 
certificates  of  indebtedness  authorized  to  be  issued  in  the  first  section

butter/ "  reported  in  favor,  of  the  passage  of  the  same,  which  report 
was  agreed  to  and  said  bill  committed  to  the  committee  of  the  whole.

corporations  for  manufacturing,  mining,  mechanical  or  chemical  pur- 
poses,' "  being  announced  for  a  third  reading,  on  motion  of  Mr. 
Bradley,  and  by  unanimous  consent,  said  bill  was  amended  in  words 
following  :  Strike  out  all  after  the  enacting  clause  and  insert  the  fol- 
lowing : 

Section  1.  Any  three  or  more  persons  may  organize  and  form  them- 
selves into  a  corporation  in  the  manner  specified  and  required  in  and 
by  the  act  entitled  "  An  act  to  authorize  the  formation  of  corporations 
for  manufacturing,  mining,  mechanical  or  chemical  purposes,"  passed 
February  17,  1848,  and  the  amendments  thereof  and  supplements 
thereto,  for  the  purpose  of  accumulating,  storing,  conducting,  furnish- 
ing and  supplying  water  for  mining  purposes,  aad  may  acquire,  take, 
hold,  lease  and  convey  lands  and  water  power  suitable  for  those  par- 
poses. 

Sec.  2.  Every  corporation  so  formed  and  the  stockholders  thereof 
shall  be  subject  to  all  the  provisions,  duties  and  obligations  contained 
in  the  above-mentioned  act,  and  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  benefits 
and  privileges  thereby  conferred,  except  that  such  corporations  shall 
not  be  confined  in  their  operations  to  the  county  in  which  their  certifi- 
cate shall  be  filed.    « 

Sec.  3.  It  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  any  corporation  heretofore 
incorporated  for  mining  purposes,  under  the  act  mentioned  in  the 
second  section,  to  conduct  the  business  for  which  the  formation  of  cor- 
porations is  authorized  by  said  second  section  ;  provided  the  intention 
so  to  do  shall  be  specified  among  the  objects  for  whioh  such  corpora- 
tion is  formed  in  its  certificate  of  incorporation. 

Sec.  4.  It  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  any  corporation  heretofore 
incorporated  for  mining  purposes  under  chapter  371  of  the  Laws  of 
1866,  entitled  **  An  act  to  authorize  the  formation  of  corporations  for 
manufacturing,  mining,  mechanical  or  chemical  purposes,"  or  under 
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any  amendment  of  or  sapplemcnt  to  the  said  act,  to  conduct  the 
business  for  which  the  formation  of  corporations  is  authorized  by  this 
act;  provided  a  certificate  signed  and  acknowledged  by  a  majority  of 
the  trustees  of  the  said  corporation  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the 
clerk  of  the  county  where  the  original  certificate  of  incorporation 
was  filed,  and  a  certified  copy  thereof  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of 
State,  stating  that  the  said  corporation  intends  to  avail  itself  of  the 
provisions  of  this  act,  and  to  carry  on  the  business  provided  for  in  this 
act  in  addition  to.  the  business  specified  in  the  said  original  certificate 
of  incorporation. 

Sec  5.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 

Amend, the  title  so  as  to  read  "An  act  to  authorize  the  formation 
of  corporations  for  manufacturing,  mining,  mechanical  or  chemical 
purposes."

.  And  after  some  time  spent  therein,  Mr.  Speaker  resumed  the  chair, 
and  Mr.  Weston,  from  said  committee,  reported  in  favor  of  the  pass- 
age of  the  first  named  bill,  which  report  was  agreed  to  and  the  same 
ordered  engrossed  for  a  third  reading. 

Mr.  Weston,  from  said  committee,  also  reported  in  favor  of  the  pass- 
age of  the  second  named  bill,  with  amendments;  which  report  was 
agreed  to  and  the  same  ordored  engrossed  for  a  third  reading. 

Mr.  Weston,  from  said  committee,  also  reported  progress  on  the  last 
named  bill,  and  asked  and  obtained  leave  to  sit  again.

Mr.  Duguid,  from  said  committee,  also  reported  in  favor  of  the  pass- 
age of  the  second  named  bill,  which  report  was  agreed  to,  and  the 
same  ordered  to  a  third  reading. 

Mr.  Daguid^  from  said  committee,  also  reported  progress  on  the 
last  named  bill,  and  asked  and  obtained  leave  to  sit  again.

was  agreed  to  and  said  bill  committed  to  the  committee  of  the  whole. 

Mr.  Mitchell  offered  for  the  consideration  of  the  House  a  resolution 
in  the  words  following:

(1686),  to  wit ;  commencing  at  low-w^ter  mark  on  the  Westchester 
side  of  Spuyten  Duyvil  creek,  and  the  North  river  running  down  to 
the  East  river  or  Sound  to  low- water  mark  on  Nassau  island,  now 
Long  Island,  including  Great  Barn  island  now  known  as  Ward's  island, 
Little  Barn  island  now  known  as  Randall's  island,  and  Manning's 
island  now  known  as  Blackwell's  island,  from  thence  running  all  along 
Nassau  or  Long  Island  shore  at  low-water  mark  unto  the  south  side  of 
Red  Hook,  from  thence  by  a  line  across  the  Bay  or  North  river  to  l(»w- 
water  mark  so  as  to  include  Nutten  island  now  known  as  Governor,'s 
island,  Bodice's  island,  Bucking  island  and  th^  oyster  island,  and  ran 
up  the  west  side  of  said  North  river  at  low-water  mark  until  it  conirs 
to  Bestavers  Killitie  rivulet  or  brook  opposite  the  line  of  commence- 
ment, Spuyten  Duyvil  creek  or  run  ;  and 

Whereas.  The  citv  of  New  York  has  maintained  for  over  one  hun- 
dred  years,  before  the  first  State  Constitution  was  adopted,  her  right 
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and  title  to  such  lines  as  prescribed  by  the  grant  above  mentioned  and 
exeroised  jurisdiebion  over  all  the  within  territi)ry';  and 

Whereas,  Within  the  last,  twenty  seven  years  encroachments  have 
gradually  been  made  over  and  past  the  boundaries  of  the  city  and  State 
on  the  west  bank  and  shore  of  the  North  river,  by  ferry  companies, 
railroad  companies  and  other  corporations  and  individuals.  They 
have  built  docks,  piers,  ferry  houses,  hotels,  railroad  depots  and  bulk- 
heads all  inside  of  the  city  and  State  line ;  therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Secretary  of  the  State  be  requested  to  transmit 
to  this  House  widiin  twenty  days  a  transcript  of  all  legislation  on  file 
in  his  oflBce,  and  information  in  his  possession,  that  has  occurred  dur- 
ing the  within  mentioned  time,  relating  to  the  granting  of  such  privi- 
leges to  corporations  or  individuals. 

Mr.  Speaker  put  the  question  whether  the  House  would  agree  to  said 
resolution,  and  it  was  determined  in  the  affirmative.

Mr.  Speaker, put  the  question  whether  the  House  would  agree  to 
Sidd  resolution,  and  it  was  determined  in  the  affirmative. 

Mr.  Travis  oflFered  for  the  consideration  of  the  House  a  resolution 
in  the  words  following : 

Resohedy  That  the  Comptroller  of  this  State  be  and  he  hereby  is 
requested  to  report  to  this  House  at  his  earliest  convenience,  what 
counties  or  coifnty  treasun^rs  have  retained  one  per  cent  upon  the 
State  tax,  and  the  amount  so  retained  by  each  county  or  treasurer, 
and  what  counties  have  not  retained  it,  and  the  amount  each  county 
or  treasurer  would  have  been  entitled  to  retain  if  it  had  been  retained.

Section  1.  Tlv?  manufacture  and  sale  of  all  intoxicating  liquors  in 
this  State,  except  for  medicinal,  chemical,  or  mechanical  purposes,  is 
forever  prohibited. 

J"^'  The  Legislature  shall  regulate  gnch  manufacture  and  sale  for 
icinal,  chemical  or  mechanical  purposes,  and  shall,  at  its  first 
8^ion  after  the*  adoption  of  this  article,  provide  for  the  enforcement 
thereof  by  appropriate  legislation. 

Resolved  (if  the  Senate  concur),  That  the  foregoing  amendment  be 
wferred  to  the  Legislature  to  be  chosen  at  the  next  general  election 
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of  Senators,  and  that  in  conformity  with  section  one  of  article  thir- 
teer>  of  the  Constitution  it  he  pnblished  for  three  months  previous  to 
the  time  of  such  election  ;  which  was  read  and  referred  to  the  cnm- 
mittee  on  internal  affairs. 

Mr.  Tallmadge  presented  a  petition  of  undertakers  ^n  the  city  of 
Brooklyn  in  favor  of  the  passage  of  the  bill  in  relation  to  the  transit 
and  burial  of  dead  bi)die8.  which  vvas  read  and  referred  to  the  com- 
mitter on  public  health. 

Mr.  Grosse  presented  a  petition  in  favor  of  the  bill  regulating  the 
manufacturing  of  cigars  in  tenement  houses,  which  wns  read  and  re- 
ferred to  the  committee  of  the  whole. 

Mr.  Titus  presented  a  petition  of  members  of  the  medical  profession 
of  Tompkins  county  for  the  establishment  of  a  State  board  of  liealtii. 
which  was  read  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  public  health. 

Mr.  Peck  presented  a  petition  of  the  rax  payers  of  St.  Lawrence 
county  for  the  revision  of  the  assessment  law,  which  was  read  and  re- 
ferred to  the  C()mmittee  on  wavs  and  means. 

Mr.  Congdon  presente'l  a  petition  asking  repeal  of  the  law  exempt- 
ing church  property  and  ministers  from  taxation,  which  was  read  and 
referred  to  the  committee  on  wavs  and  means. 

Mr.  Parker  presented  a  petition  of  V.  T.  Brandow  for  an  appropri- 
ation for  relief,  which  was  read  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  ways 
and  means. 

Mr.  Roberts  presented  a  petition  of  citizens  of  Buffalo,  asking  an 
appropriation  for  enlargement  and  deepening  of  the  Erie  basin  at 
Buffalo,  which  was  read  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  canals. 

Mr.  Case  presented  a  petition  of  citizens  of  Ontario  county  against 
any  change  in  the  excise  laws,  which  was  read  and  referred  to  the  com- 
mittee on  internal  affairs. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Husted  and  at  1  o'clock  and  10  minutes  the 
House  adjourned.

Mr.  Catlin  introduced  a  bill  enhtled  **  An  act  to  amend  chapter  534 
of  the  Laws  of  1879,  eutitled  'An  act  for  the  preservation  of  moose^ 
wild  deer,  birds, 'fish  and  other  game/  "  which  was  rend  the  first  time, 
and  by  unanimous  consent  was  also  the  read  the  second  time,  and 
referred  to  the  committee  on  ^ame  laws.

What  I  did  say  was  that  I  had  received  from 
both  parties  to  the  bill,^t  the  last  meeting,  a  statement  of  the  cost  of 
construction,  monthly  receipts  and  expenditures,  which  disagreed  very 
materially,  and  that  I  desired  time  to  review  them  before  voting  on 
the  bill.  I  wish  also  to  add  another  correction  to  said  article,  that 
instead  of  having  six  weeks  to  study  the  figures  that  the  railroad  peo- 
ple had  given  me,  I  had  been  absent  from  the  House  in  consequence 
of  sickness,  and  had  never  met  with  the  committee  during  the  six 
weeks  referred  to.  The  first  knowledge  that  I  had  of  the  existence  of 
the  five  cent  fare  bill  was  the  last  meeting  of  the  committee  previous  to 
action  being  taken  on  said  bill.  One  word  more.  I  have  never  indi- 
cated by  woi"d  or  action  that  I  was  opposed  to  the  passage  of  the  fife 
cent  fare  bill,  but  only  asked  such  time  to  consider  it  as  has  been 
given  other  members  of  the  committee,  having  been  absent  by  reason 
of  sickness  nearly  all  of  the  session."

Mr.  Miller  presented  a  pttition  asking  for  a  law  giving  to  women 
the  right  to  vote  upon  the  license  question ;  which  was  read  and 
referred  to  the  committee  on  internal  affairs. 

Messrs.  Curtis,  Potts  and  Beates  presented  petitions  soliciting:  the 
passage  of  a  law  for  the  assessment  and  taxation  of  railroad  bonds,  in 
the  counties  and  towns  where  issued  ;  which  were  read  .and  referred  to 
the  special  committee  on  taxation. 

Messrs.  Catlin  and  J.  L.  Wells  presented  petitions  asking  for  reduc- 
tion of  fare  on  the  New  York  and  Harlem  Kailroad  ;  which  were  read 
and  referred  to  the  committee  on  railroads. 

Mr.  Curtis  presented  a  petition  for  the  passage  of  an  act  amending 
chapter  339  of  the  Laws  of  1868  ;  which  was  read  and  referred  to  the 
committee  on  roads  and  bridges. 

Mr.  Skinner  presented  a  petition  of  citizens  of  Jefferson  county  in 
reference  to  official  salaries,  assessment  and  taxation  and  railroad  di^- 
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crimiDation  ;  which  was  read  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  ways 
and  means/ 

Mr.  Potts  presented  a  petition  asking  the  compilation  and  publica- 
tion, by  the  State,  of  a  series  of  text-books  for  the  use  of  the  common 
schools;  which  was  read  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  public 
edacation. 

Mr.  Hasted  presented  a  petition  protesting  against  any  change  in 
the  present  excise  laws;  which  was  read  and  referred  to  the  committee 
OQ  internal  affairs. 

Mr.  Nowlan  presented  a  petition  of  members  of  the  medical  pro- 
fession asking  for  an  act  establishing  a  State  board  of  health ;  which 
was  read  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  pablic  health. 

The  hour  of  2  having  arrived,  the  House  adjourned. 


THURSDAY  MORNING,  MARCH  4,  1880. 

The  House  met  pursuant  to  adjournment. 

Prayer  by  Rev.  R.  D.  Williamson,  of  Troy. 

The  journal  of  yesterday  was  read  and  approved. 

Mr.  Ohilds  offered  for  the  consideration  of  the  House  the  following 
privileged  resolution :

The  Private  Secretary  of  the  Governor  appeared  in  the  Assembly 
Chamber,  and  presented  a  message  in  the  words  following :

To  the  Assembly : 

Asaemhly  bill  No.  38,  entitled  '*  An  act  to  amend  chapter  353  of  the 
Laws  of  1S78,  entitled 'An  act  in  relation  to  the  term  of  office  of 
clerk  and  assistant  clerk  of  the  board  of  supervisors  of  Kings  county, 
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and  of  the  engineers  of  the  county  court-house  in  said  county,"  is 
herewith  returned  without  approval. 

Existing  laws  confer  upon  the  board  of  supervisors  all  requisite 
power  for  the  employment  of  persons  for  the  transaction  of  ntccsaary 
business.  This  bill  arbitrarily  directs  the  supervisors  of  Kings  oountj 
to  elect  an  additional  clerk  and  messenger.  In  my  opinion  it  ought 
not  to  become  a  law.

Mr.  Tallmadge  moved  to  lay  said  bill  with  message  on  the  table. 
.     Mr.  Speaker  put  the  question  whether  the  House  would  agree  to 
said  motion,  and  it  was  determined  in  the  affirmative.

Mr.  Alvord  moved,  on  behalf  of  Mr.  Bradley,  to  amend  said  bill  at 
the  end  of  section  1,  in  words  following: ''  between  the  hours  of  5  and 
9  o'clock  in  the  forenoon,  and  the  hours  of  4  and  8  o'clock  in  the  after- 
noon." Said  amendment  having  been  offered  in  the  committee  of  the 
whole. 

Mr.  Orosse  moved  the  previous  question. 

Mr.  Speaker  put  the  question,  '*  Shall  the  main  question  be  now 
put?"  and  it  was  determined  in  the  affirmative. 

Mr.  Speaker  then  put  the  question  on  the  amendment  offered  by 
Mr.  Alvord,  and  it  was  determined  in  the  negative. 

Mr.  S]^aker  then  put  the  question  on  the  motion  of  Mr.  Skinner, 
and  it  was  determined  in  the  affirmative.  ^^M 

Ordered^  That  said  bill  be  engrossed  for  a  third  reading.      ^|^ 

Mr.  Tozier  moved  that  said  second  named  bill  be  made  a  specaMder 
for  Tuesday  morning  next,  immediately  after  the  reading  of  t;he  journal. 

Mr.  Speaker  put  the  question  whether  the  House  would  a^ree  to 
said  motion,  and  it  was  determined  in  the  affirmative,  two-thirds  of 
all  the  members  present  voting  in  favor  thereof.

Such  publication  shall  be  for  one  time  only,  except 
ciQcurrent  resolutions  proposing  amendments  to  the  Constitution, 
which  shall  be  published  once  a  week  for  thirteen  consecutive  weeks; 
and  in  all  cases  where  such  pu))lication  is  made  in  more  than  one  news- 
paper in  a  county,  the  publication  shall  be  directed  to  be  made  in  the 
two  newspapers,  respectively,  representing  the  two  rival  political  par- 
ties polling  the  highest  number  of  votes  at  the  preceding  election. 

Sec.  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately.

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1,  chapter  16  of  part  1  of  the  Revised  Statutes,"  which  was  read  the 
first  time,  and  by  unanimous  consent  was  alsa  read  tlie  second 
time,    and  referred*  to   the  committee  on  roads  and  bridges. 

Mr.  Alvord  moved  that  the  House  do'  now  resolve  itself  into  a  com- 
mittee of  the  whole  on  Assembly  bill  entitled  "  An  act  in  relation  to 
the  incorporation  of  villages."

Assembly  bill  No.  105,  entitled  **  An  act  conferring  additional  pow- 
ers upon  the  board  of  supervisors  of  the  county  of  Niagara,  relative  to 
expensed  for  the  support  of  the  poor,"  is  herewith  returned  without 
my  approval. 

The  object  of  the  bill  is  to  take  from  the  superintendent  of  the 
poor  the  powers  and  duties  givc^n  by  the  general  laws  of  the  State, 
and  to  transfer  them  to  the  supervisors.  This  is  manifestly  unwitic  and 
improper.

Mr.  Speaker —  I  rise  to  a  question  of  privilege.  On  pages  275  and 
276  of  the  journal  of  this  House,  I  find  recorded  the  resolution  offered 
by  me,  on  February  }^,  relating  to  limiting  the  eligibility  of  citizens 
to  the  presidency  two  terms  of  four  years  each.  Immediately  fol- 
lowing this  resolution,  and  referring  thereto,  I  find  that  "said  resolu- 
tion giving  rise  to  debate,  ordered,  that  the  same  be  laid  upon  the  table." 

On  page  300  of  the  same  journal,  I  find  that  Mr.  Gwinup  moved 
tlmt  the  committee  on  grievances  be  discharged  from  the  further 
consideration  of  the  resolution  offered  by  him,  relating  to  an  election 
of  President  for  a  th  ird  term.  There  is  no  mention  whatever  made 
of  any  proceedings  of  this  House,  at  that  time,  namely,  on  February 
20»  prior  to  and  in  connection  with  the  motion  there  recorded. 

The  recorded  proceedings  of  the  House,  had  on  February  20,  is 
incorrect,  and  places  the  mover  of  the  resolution  and  the  House  in  a 
false  position  by  not  statins  the  whole  proceedings  relating  to  this 
mattor;  and,  further,  that  the  proceedings  recorded  were  had  under 
the  ruling  of  the  Speaker  of  the  House,  which  ruling  was  made 
through  inadvertence,  or  want  of  recollection  of  the  existence  of  the 
real  fact  fhat  the  resolution  was  upon  the  table  of  the  House. 

Therefore,  I  move  that  the  recorded  proceedings  of  this  House  had 
on  February  20,  relating  to  this  subject, .be  expunged  from  the  journal 
of  the  House, 

Mr.  Gwinup  then  called  from  the  table  the  resolution  previously 
offered  by  him  in  the  words  following :

Mr.  Gushing  stated  that  he  was  absent  on  Friday  when  the  Assem- 
bly bill  known  as  the  *•  five  cent  elevated  fare  bill  "  in  the  cii^  of  New 
York,  was  passed,  had  he  been  here  he  would  have  voted  in  the 
affirmative. 

Leave  of  absence  was  granted  to  Mr.  Duguid,  also  Mr.  Kennedy. 

Privileges  of  the  floor  were  granted  to  Hon.  D.  P.  Wood,  Hon.  A. 
Hill  and  Hon.  Demas  Strong.

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sent  was  also  read  the  second  time,  and  referred  to  the  cooimittee  on 
game  laws. 

Mr.  Travis,  from  the  comraittee  on  privileges  and  elections,  to  which 
was  referred  the  petition  of  Thomas  Liddle,  presented  by  Mr.  Griggs, 
paying  for  his  seat  for  the  fifth  district  of  Albany  county,  presented 
the  following  report  and  resolution,  Messrs.  Havens  and  T.  E.  Benedict 
dissenting  therefrom : 

To  the  Honorable  the  Assembly  of  the  State  of  New  York : 

Your  committee  on  privileges  and  elections,  to  which  was  referred 
the  petition  of  Thomas  Liddle,  claiming  the  seat  occupied  by  Joseph 
Hvnes,  from  the  fourth  district  of  Albany  county,  rt^spectfully  report: 
That  they  have  fully  investigated  the  same,  have  sworn  and  examined 
over  three  hundred  witnesses,  and  have  received  and  examined  the  re- 
turns as  made  from  said  Assembly  district  outside  of  the  fifth  election 
district  of  the  town  of  Watervliet,  as  well  as  from  said  fifth  district, 
from  which  it  appears  that  the  petitioner,  Thomas  Liddle,  received, 
ontaide  of  said  fifth  district.  3,374  votes,  and  Joseph  Hynes,  the  sit- 
ting member,  received,  in  the  same  portion  of  said  Assembly  district, 
3,156  votes,  leaving  a  majority  for  said  Liddle  of  218  votes. 

That  this  portion  of  the  returns  was  undisputed,  the  onlv  contest 
or  dispute  being  as  to  the  said  fifth  district  of  the  town  of  Watervliet. 

That  the  aggregate  vote  of  that  district  for  member  of  Assembly, 
as  given  by  the  returns  of  the  inspectors  for  that  district,  was  744,  di- 
vided as  follows : 

For  Joseph  Hynes 556 

For  Thomas  Liddle 181 

For  Thomas  B.  Boyd 7 

744 
or  a  majority  for  Mr.  Hynes  over  Mr.  Liddle  of  375,  and  which,  if  cor- 
rect, elected  said  Hynes  by  a  majority  of  157. 

Your  committee  respectfully  further  report  that  it  was  clearly  proved 
before  us  that  there  were  at  least  two  hundred  and  eighty-three  elect- 
ors of  the  fifth  district  of  said  town,  of  Watervliet  who  cast  their 
ballots  for  the  said  Thomas  Liddle  at  said  poll,  at  the  last  election,  which, 
in  the  judgment  of  your  committee,  impeaches  the  returns  from  that 
district,  and  renders  it  necessary,. under  the  rules  of  law,  to  rejec4i  or 
throw  out  the  said  return,  which  would  leave  the  said  Liddle  elected 
by  a  majority  of  218. 

Your  committee,  although  having  no  doubt  of  their  right  and  power, 
under  the  rules  of  law,  to  allow  to  said  Liddle  the  283  votes  proved 
to  have  been  cast  for  him  at  said  poll,  thus  materially  increasing  his 
majority,  have  deemed  it  unnecessary. 

Your  committee  further  shows,  that  without  throwing  out  such  re- 
turns from  said  district  entire,  but  allowing  to  said  Liddle  the  number 
of  votes  thus  proved  to  have  been  cast  for  him,  the  result  would  be  as 
follows  :

For  Joseph  Hynes 454 

For  Thomas  Liddle 283—737 

or  a  majority  in  that  district  for  Mr.  Hynes  of  171,  which  deducted 
from  the  majority  for  Mr.  Liddle  outside  this  district  of  218,  v^Fould 
elect  Mr.  Liddle  by  a  majority  of  47. 
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Yoar  committee  further  report,  that  in  their  opinion  the  inspec 
in  said  diBtrict.,  and  the  clerks,  or  a  portion  of  them,  wilifiillv  and 
Bigneflly  falsified  the  actunl  vote  cast,  in  snid  district,  either  f)v  a  i 
connt,  or  in  announcing  the  result,  in  that  they  Hlioweil  to  said  Hn 
pile  of  ballots  of  80  which  Iwlongeil  to  or  should  have  lieeii  allu 
to  the  said  Liddle,  and  when  their  attention  was  called  toit.  pereist« 
the  claim  that  thej  belonged  to  said  Hynes,  and  almost  immedis 
swept  the  ballots  into  the  box,  thus  preventing  u  discovery  and  coi 
tion  of  their  crime  or  error. 

Your  committee  further  report,  that  this  fraud  upon  the  ballot 
the  better  enabled  to  be  perpetrated  from  the  fact,  that  two  of  tlit 
epectora  belonged  to  the  same  poHtioal  party  with  Mr.  Hynea, 
both  clerks  also  until  about  the  time  the  canvass  began,  and  ther 
the  suggestion  of  some  person,  the  Republicau  inspector,  being  a  < 
armed  man,  was  induced  to  leave,  and  another  nominal  Republi 
although  a  partisan  of  Mr.  Hyiies,  voting  and  working  for  him. 
in  his  place,  and  because  the  inapectors  did  not  each  of  them  a 
all  of  the  ballots,  and  the  clerks  aid  not  see  the  coant.  and  permi 
one  of  their  number  to  call  off  to  the  clerks  the  number  of  Uillot 
each  pile  for  each  of  the  candidates,  and  an  understanding  betn 
him  and  one  or  both  of  the  clerks  could  change  the  actual  vote  <loi 
the  number  of  any  pile  without  much  fear  of  detection. 

Your  committee,  therefore,  suggest  that  farther  safeguards  shi 
be  thrown  around  the  counting  of  the  ballots  by  the  inspectors,  ei 
as  provided  for  by  the  bill  now  before  the  Ijegislature,  or  in  s 
other  way,  or  the  elections  will  be  a  mere  mockery  when  in  the  he 
of  incompetent  or  dishonest  inspectiirs  and  clerks. 
PTYonrcommittef,  therefore, find  and  report  that  the  said  Thomas 
die  was  dniy  elected  member  of  Assembly  from  the  fourth  Assembly 
trict  of  Albany  county,  and  should  have  received  the  certiBcat 
■  election  instead  of  Joseph  Hynes,  and  recommend  the  adoption  of 
following  resolution  : 

Reiolved,  That  Thomas  Liddle  was,  at  the  last  general  election,  < 
elected  to  the  Assembly  from  the  fourth  Assembly  district  of  Alt 
county,  which  seat  is  now  held  by  Joseph  Hynee,  and  that  the 
Thomas  Liddle  is  hereby  awarded  the  same.

6.  Providing  for  the  repeal  of  that  portion  of  the  civil  damage  acts 
which  makes  proprietors  of  the  buildings  where  liquors  are  sold  liable 
for  damages  to  the  relatives  of  persons  who  are  furnished  liquor  ille- 
gally by  the  occnpants  or  lessees  of  such  buildings.

6.  Providing  for  the  repeal  of  that  portion  of  the  oivil  damage  acts 
which  makes  proprietors  of  the  buildings  where  liquors  are  sold  liable 
for  damages  to  the  relatives  of  persons  who  are  furnished  liquor  ille- 
gally by  the  occupants  or  lessees  of  such  buildings.

or  a  majority  for  Mr.  Hynes  over  Mr.  Liddle  of  375,  and  which,  if  cor- 
rect, elected  said  Hynes  by  a  majority  of  157. 

Your  committee  respectfully  further  report  that  it  was  clearly  proved 
before  us  that  there  were  at  least  two  hundred  and  eighty-three  elect- 
ors of  the  fifth  district  of  said  town  of  Watervliet  who  cast  their 
ballots  for  the  said  Thomas  Liddle  at  said  poll,  at  the  last  election,  w^ich, 
in  the  judgment  of  your  committee,  impeaches  the  returns  from  that 
district,  and  renders  it  necessary,  under  the  rules  of  law,  to  reject  or 
throw  out  the  said  returns,  which  would  leave  the  said  Liddle  elected 
by  a  majority  of  218. 

Your  committee,  although  having  no  doubt  of  their  right  and  power, 
under  the  rules  of  law,  to  allow  to  said  Liddle  the  283  votes  proved 
to  have  been  cast  for  him  at  said  poll,  thus  materially  increasing  his 
majority,  have  deemed  it  unnecessary. 

Your  committee  further  shows,  that  without  throwing  out  such  re- 
tarns  from  said  district  entire,  but  allowing  to  said  Liddle  the  number 
of  votes  thus  proved  to  have  been  cast  for  him,  the  result  would  be  as 
follows :

For  Thomas  Liddle ^ 283—737 

or  a  majority  in  that  district  for  Mr.  Hynes  of  171,  which  deducted 
from  the  majority  for  Mr.  Liddle  outside  of  this  district  of  218,  would 
elect  Mr.  Liddle  by  a  majority  of  47, 

Your  committee  further  report,  that  in  their  opinion  the  inspectors 
of  said  district,  and  the  clerks,  or  a  portion  of  them,  willfully  and  de- 
signedly falsified  the  actual  vote  cast  in  said  district,  either  by  a  false 
couDt,  or  in  announcing  the  result,  in  that  they  allowed  to  said  Hyne$a 
pile  of  ballots  of  80  which  belonged  to  or  should  have  been  allowed 
to  the  said  Liddle,  and  when  their  attention  was  called  to  it,  persisted  in 
the  claim  that  they  belonged  to  said  Hynes,  and  almost  immediately 
swept  the  ballots  in  the  box,  thus  preventing  a  discovery  and  correc- 
tion of  their  error  or  crime. 

Your  committee  further  report,  that  this  fraud  upon  the  ballot  was 
the  better  enabled  to  be  perpetrated  from  the  fact,  that  two  of  the  in- 
spectors belonged  to  the  same  political  party  with  Mr.  Hynes,  and 
both  clerks  also  until  about  the  time  the  canvass  began,  and  then,  at 
the  suggestion  of  some  person,  the  Republican  inspector,  being  a  one- 
armed  man,  was  induced  to  leave,  and  another  nominal  Republican, 
although  a  partisan  of  Mr.  Hynes,  voting  and  working  for  him,  put 
in  his  place,  and  because  the  inspectors  did  not  each  of  them  count 
all  the  ballots,  and  the  clerks  did  not  see  the  count,  and  permitted 
one  of  their  number  to  call  off  to  the  clerks  the  number  of  ballots  in 
each  pile  for  each  of  the  candidates,  and  an  understanding  between 
him  and  one  or  both  of  the  clerks  could  change  the  actual  vote  double 
the  number  of  any  pile  without  much  fear  of  detection. 

Year  committee,  therefore,  suggest  that  further  safeguards  should 
be  thrown  around  the  counting  of  the  ballots  by  the  inspectorsi  either 
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as  provided  bv  the  bill  now  before  the  Ijegislature,  or  in  gar 
other  way,  or  the  elections  will  be  a  mere  mockorj  when  in  the  hmi 
of  incompetent  or  dishoneet  inspectors  and  clerks. 

Yonrcommittee,  therefore, fiuu  and  report  that  the  said  Thomas  Li 
die  was  duly  elected  member  of  Assembly  from  the  Tourth  Aeaemblyd 
trict  of  Albany  conuty,  and  should  have  received  the  c<?rtilicai« 
election  instead  of  Joseph  Hynes,  and  recommend  the  adoption  of  t 
following  resolution : 

Resolved,  That  Thomas  Liddle  was,  ah  the  last  general  election,  di 
elect*'d  to  the  Assembly  from  the  fourth  Assembly  district  of  Alb* 
county,  which  seat  is  now  held  by  Joseph  Hynes,  and   that  the  ei 
Thomas  Liddle  is  hereby  awarded  the  same. 
All  which  is  respegtfully  submitted.

When  the  name  of  Mr.  Rhodes  was  called^  he  asked  to  be  and  was 
excused  from  voting. 

Mr.  £.  A.  Oarpenter  in  the  chair. 

Mr.  T.  E.  Benedict  moved  to  substitute  the  following  minority  re- 
port of  the  committee  on  privileges  and  elections,  for  that  of  the  ma- 
jority report  of  said  committee : 
To  the  Assembly: 

The  undersigned,  members  of  the  committee  of  privileges  and  elec- 
tions, respectfully  submit  the  following  report,  which  dissents  from 
the  views  of  the  majority  of  said  committee  as  expressed  in  a  report 
in  which  they  recommend  that  the  seat  now  occupied  by  Hon.  Joseph 
Hvnes  be  awarded  to  the  contestant,  Thomas  Liddle. 

The  petition  of  the  contestant  claims  that  he  was  chosen  member 
of  Assembly  from  the  fourth  district  of  Albany  county,  at  the  last 
general  election;  and  that  the  certificate  of  election,  based  upon 
charees  of  a  fraudulent  count  in  the  fifth  district  of  Watervliet,  of 
said  county^  was  wrongfully  issued  to  Joseph  Hynes,  the  sitting  mem- 
ber. 

The  evidence  introduced  in  support  of  the  claims  and  charges  of 
the  contestant  do  not  furnish  proofs  of  fraud  ;  but,  on  the  contrary, 
proves  the  canvass  of  votes  at  the  disputed  polls  to  have  been  open, 
fair  and  correct. 

These  important  and  conclusive  facts  are  set  aside  on  the  part  of  a 
majority  of  the  committee,  on  the  grounds  that  the  inspectors  and 
clerks  of  the  poll  are  incompetent  witnesses,  inasmuch  as  they  are  not 
disinterested  in  the  proof  of  the  charges  of  fraud. 

The  straightfoward  testimony  of  these  sworn  officers  of  the  law  is 
considered  by  the  majority  report  a  nullity,  and  a  testimony  of  283 
out  of  303  electors  sworn  on  the  part  of  the  contestant  considered 
valid  to  increase  the  vote  of  the  contestant  at  the  polls  in  the  fifth 
district  of  Watervliet  102  votes  in  excess  of  the  181  awarded  as  the 
true  returns  as  made  by  the  board  of  canvassers,  thus  securing  a  ma- 
jority of  47  for  the  contestant  in  the  district,  and  on  which  you  are 
asked  to  award  him  the    oat  he  claims. 

This  unreliable  testimony  of  electors  that  participated  in  a  well- 
established  trade  of  votes  between  the  friends  of  Joseph  Hynes,  Demo- 
cratic candidate  for  Assembly,  and  D.  F.  Tigh,  Republican  candidate 
for  cx)ronor,  whereby  each  of  them  largely  profited  by  receiving  an 
excess  of  votes,  above  the  other  candidates  on  their  respective  ticket, 
is  farther  made  unreliable  by  their  present  desire  to  be  right  on  the 
party  record,  and  their  almost  uniform  inability  to  testify  as  to  the 
Dame  of  another  single  candidate,  except  the  one  they  bad  been  coached 
to  name  on  the  Assembly  ticket  voted. 

The  undersigned  cannot  believe  that  this  Assenablv  will,  upon  such 
testimony,  reverse  the  declared  result  as  shown  by  tlie  boara  of  can- 
vassers, and  furnish  a  precedent  which  will  hereafter  serve  as  a  pretext 
on  which  in  every  close  result  between  candidates  the  flimsy  testimony 
of  such  witnesses  may,  at  any  period  after  an  election,  serve  to  defeat 
the  will  of  the  people  as  expressed  at  the  ballot-box. 

We,  therefore,  respectfully  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following 
resolution : 
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Resolved,  That  Josopb  Hynes  was  dulv  eleoW  member  of  Assein 

from  the  fourth  Assembly  district  of  Albany  county,  at  the  gent 

election  held  therein  on  the  4th  day  of  November,  1879  ;  and  that 

is  entitled  to  retain  Che  seat  in  this  House  which  he  now  occapiea. 

All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

Mr.  Speaker  then  put  the  question  whether  the  House  would  agree 
to  said  report,  and  it  was  determined  in  the  affirmative. 

Mr.  Kennedy,  from  the  committee  on  claims,  to  which  was  referred 
the  Senate  bill  (introductory  No.  84),  entitled  "  An  act  for  the  relief  of 
Mary  A.  Vandewater,  administratrix  of  Henry  Vandewater,  deceased/' 
reported  in  favor  of  the  passage  of  the  same,  which  report  was  agreed 
to  and  said  bill  committed  to  the  committee  of  the  whole. 

Mr.  Steele,  from  the  committee  on  engrossed  bills,  reported  as  cor- 
rectly engrossed  the  bills  entitled  as  follows  : 

•*  An  act  to  amend  section  1  of  chapter  116  of  the  Laws  of  1863, 
entitled  'An  act  to  appoint  a  trustee  to  receive  and  hold  the  bequest

On  motion  of  Mr.  Mitchell,  and  by  unanimous  consent,  the  com- 
mittee of  the  whole  was  discharged  from  the  further  consideration  of 
Senate  bill  No.  85,  general  orders  No.  398,  entitled  "An  act  relative 
to  lands  under  water  in  front  of  lands  devised  by  James  Morris,  de- 
ceased," and  said  bill  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading. 
By  unanimous  consent, 

Mr.  Bridges  offered  For  the  consideration  of  the  House  a  resolution 
in  the  words  following : 

Resolved  (if  the  Senate  concur),  That  there  be  printed  and  bound 
in  cloth  2,400  copies  of  the  Report  of  the  State  Engineer  and  Sur- 
veyor on  Railroads,  for  the  year  ending  September  30,  1879,  to  be 
distributed  by  that  officer  according  to  law  ;  also,  ten  copies  of  said 
report  for  each  Senator  and  Member  of  the  present  Legislature;  also, 
one  copy  of  said  report  to  each  officer  and  reporter  of  the  present 
Legislature,  the  whole  expense  thereof  to  be  refunded  to  the  treasury 
of  the  State  by  an  equitable  assessment  by  the  Comptroller  upon  the 
several  railroad  companies  of  this  State,  the.  price  of  printing  the 
same  to  be  agreed  upon  between  the  State  Engineer,  the  Comptroller 
and  the  legislative  printer. 

Ordered,  That  said  resolution  be  referred  to  the  committee  on  public 
printing. 
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By  nnanimoas  consent, 

Mr.  Cohen  introduced  a  bill  entitled ''An  act  regulating  the  rate 
of  interest  to  be  charged  by  pawnbrokers  and  other  persons  loaning 
money  on  personal  property,  and  regulating  the  disposition  of  un- 
claimed pledges/*  which  was  read  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous 
consent  was  also  read  the  second  time,  and  referred  ta  the  committee 
on  the  judiciary. 

Mr.  Speaker  presented  the  annual  report  of  the  State  Engineer  and 
Surveyor  on  canals ;  which  was  laid  on  the  table  and  ordered  printed.

Mr.  Speaker  pnt  the  question  whether  the  House  would  agrw 
said  report,  and  it  was  determined  in  the  affirmative. 
Bill  rejected, 

Mr.  Fiske,  from  said  committee,  also  reported  in  favor  of  t] 
passage  of  tbe  last  named  bill,  with  amendments,  which  report  wt 
agreed  to,  and  the  same  ordered  engrossed  for  a  third  jaading. 

Mr.  Terry  moved  that  the  committee  of  the  who^be  dischai^e 
from  the  further  consiileration  of  the  first  named  bill,  and  that  tb 
same  be  engrossed  for  a  third  re-^ding. 

Mr.  Speaker  pat  the  question  whether  the  House  would  agree  to  8*i 
motion,  and  it  was  determined  in  the  affirmative.

Messrs.  Douglass,  Duguid,  Skinner,  Beates,  Gillette,  Congdon, 
Curtis,  Andrews,  Phillips,  Husted,  Morgan  and  Tuttle  presented  peti- 
tions in  favor  of  the  passage  of  bill  No.  22,  regulating  railroad  freights ; 
which  were  read  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  railroads. 

Mr.  Speaker  presented  a  protest  against  the  passage  of  the  act  rela- 
tive to  common  schools,  introduced  by  Mr.  J.  L.  Wells ;  which  was 
read  and  referred  to  the  committee  of  the  whole.

Mr.  Andrews  presented  a  petition  in  favor  of  establishing  a  State 
board  of  health ;  which  was  read  and  referred  to  the  committer  on 
public  health. 

Mr.  Tallmadge  presented  a  petition  in  favor  of  the  passage  of  the 
bill  introduced  by  Mr.  Hayes,  in  relation  to  insane  asylums ;  which 
was  read  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  ways  and  means. 

Mr.  Husted  presented  a  petition  of  the  New  York  committee  for 
the  prevention  of  licensed  prostitution  ;  which  was  read  and  referred 
to  the  committee  on  the  judiciary. 

Mr.  'J^uttle  presented  a  petition  of  citizens  of  Steul)en  county,  for 
a  reduction  of  the  tolls  on  foreign  salt ;  which  was  read  and  re- 
ferred to  the  committee  on  canals. 

Mr.  Roberts  presented  a  petition  for  a  bridge  across  the  Erie  canal 
in  Buffalo  ;  which  was  read  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  canals. 

Mr.  Titus  presented  a  petition  of  citizens  of  Tompkins  county, 
asking  for  a  registry  law  ;  which  was  read  and  referred  to  the  com- 
mittee of  the  whole. 

Mr.  Russell  presented  a  petition  in  relation  to  taxes  and  assessments 
in  the  city  of  Brooklyn  ;  which  was  read  and  referred  to  the  committee 
on  affairs  of  cities. 

Privileges  of  the  floor  were  granted  to  Messrs.  Slevin  and  McGowan, 
former  members  of  the  House. 

Mr.  Catlin  offered  for  the  consideration  of  the  Hou^e  a  resoln- 
tion  in  the  words  following : 
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Resolved,  That  Senate  bill  No.  149,  entitled  "  Ai\act  to  confirm  the 
election  of  trustees  in  the  village  of  Hastings-on-Hudson,  in  the 
county  of  Westchester,  and  to  provide  for  their  election  hereafter,"  be 
referFed  to  the  sub-committee  of  the  whole. 

Mr.  Speaker  put  the  question  wlif  ther  the  House  would  agree  to 
said  resolution,  and  it  was  determined  in  the  affirmative. 

Mr.  Comstock  offered  for  the  consideration  of  the  House  a  resolution 
Id  the  words  following  : 

Resolved,  That  Assembly  bill  No.  193,  general  orders  No.  210,  en- 
titled "An  act  to  establish  and  maintain  a  police  force  in  the  city  of 
Troy,"  be  considered  in  the  tirst  committee  of  the  whole  not  full. 

Mr.  Speaker  put  th*^  question  whether  the  House  would  agree  to 
laid  resolution,  and  it  was  determined  in  the  affirmative,  two-thirds  of 
all  the  members  present  voting  in  favor  thereof. 

Mr.  Gibbs  oflfered  for  the  consideration  of  the  House  the  resolutions 
in  the  words  following. 

Whereas,  It  is  charged  that  the  life  insurance  companies  authorized 
to  do  business  in  this  State,  and  the  officers  and  agents  of  said  com- 
panies in  this  State,  are  spending  enormous  sums  of  money  belong- 
ing to  the  trust  fands  placed  in  their  custody  for  the  benefit  of 
widows  and  orphans,  in  printing  and  circulating  false  and  scurrilous 
matter  attacking  each  other,  and  in  buying  and  circulating  large  edi- 
tions of  publications  containing  false  and  scurrilous  articles  attacking 
each  other ;  and 

Whereas,  This  expenditure  of  the  money  of  policy-holders,  to  gratify 
the  personal  spite  and  rivalry  of  the  officers  and  agents  of  said  com- 
panies against  each  other,  is  alleged  to  be  done  without  the  knowledge 
and  concurrence  of  said  policy-holders,  and  is  a  deviation  of  their 
funds  from  the  objects  they  had  in  view  when  they  placed  them  in 
custody  of  said  companies,  and  is  against  the  interest  of  the  future 
beneficiaries  of  said  funds,  to  wit,  the  future  dependent  and  helpless 
families  of  said  policy-holders ;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  a  special  committee  of  five  members  be  immediately 
appointed  by  the  Speaker  to  investigate  these  charges ;  which  committee 
shall  have  the  pow^r  to  hold  sessions  in  the  city  of  New  York  and 
examine  officers  and  agents  of  life  insurance  companies,  editors  and 
publishers  of  newspapers,  and  printers  of  circulars,  and  all  other  per- 
sons alleged  to  be  engaged  in  the  disbursement  of  money  for,  and  the 
circulation  of  said  false  and  scurrilous  matter,  and  to  send  for  papers, 
and  shall  report  to  this  Assembly  the  results  within  thirty  days  after 
the  passage  of  this  resolution. 

/^o^i^0a.  That  this  committee  shall  examine  into  the  expediency 
of  so  amending  the  law  regulating  the  Insurance  Department,  that 
it  shall  require  of  life  insurance  companies  doing  business  in  this 
State,  a  detailed  statement,  in  their  reports  made  at  the  close  of  each 
year,  of  the  amount  of  money  expended  by  them  in  the  purchase 
and  distribution  of  printed  matter  attacking  rival  companies,  and  as 
to  whom  said  money  has  been  paid  ;  this  committee  to  report  thereon 
within  thirty  days  after  the  passage  of  this  resolution. 

Mr.  Cohen  moved  to  lay  the  resolution  on  the  table. 

Mr.  Speaker  put  the  question  whether  the  House  would  agree  to 
said  motion  of  Mr.  Cohen  and  it  was  determined  in  the  negative. 

Mr.  Alvord  moved  to  postpone  the  further  eonsideration  of  said 
resolution  until  the  fourth  day  of  July  next 
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Mr.  Speaker  pijt  the  question  whether  the  House  would  agree  to 
said  motion  of  Mr.  Alvord,  and  it  was  determined  in  the  affirmatiTt. 

Mr.  O'Brien  offered  for  the  consideration  of  the  House  a  resolu- 
tion in  the  words  following: 

Whereas^  The  principal  comwiittees  of  the  Houa^  of  Representa- 
tives in  the  Forty-first  Congress,  viz.,  the  committee  on  appro- 
priations and  the  committee  on  commerce,  reported  unanimously  in 
favor  of  the  passage  of  the   following  bill,  to  wit: 

*•  A  bill  to  provide  for  the  better  protection  of  the  northern  and 
north-western  frontier,  and  to  facilitate  commerce  and  diminish  tha 
expense  of  the  exchanges  between  States  : 

"  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Seriate  and  House  of  Representaiives  of  the 
United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  the  Secretary 
of  the  Treasury  is  hereby  authorized  to  issue  to  the  Comptroller  of  th« 
State  of  New  York,  on  the  credit  of  the  United  States,  coupon  or 
registered  bonds,  of  such  denominations,  not  less  than  tlOO  each,  u 
he  may  think  proper,  to  the  amount  of  $16,000,000,  redeemable  in 
coin  at  the  pleasure  of  the  government  at  any  time  after  ten  years, 
and  payable  in  coin  at  the  end  of  fifty  years  from  date,  and  bearing 
interest  at  the  rate  of  four  and  a  half  per  cent  4>er  annum,  payable 
semi-annually  in  coin ; 

Provided,  That  before  the  said  bonds  shall  have  been  delivered  to 
the  Comptroller  of  the  State  of  New  York  the  Legislature  of  the  said 
State,  by  enactment  or  by  joint  resolution,  shall  nave  given  a  pledge 
for  the  State,  to  commence  without  delay  the  enlargement  of  the 
aqueducts  and  one  tier  of  the  locks  on  the  Erie  and  Oswego  canals  to 
a  sufficient  capacity  to  pass  vessels  of  war  twenty-five  feet  in  width 
and  two  hundred  feet  in  length,  also  merchant  vessels  of  six  hundred 
tons  burden  propelled  by  steam  wherever  the  said  canals  are  less  than 
fifty-two  feet  wide  upon  the  bottom,  the  State  of  New  York  to  pro- 
vide as  aforesaid  for  their  enlargement  to  that  width  ;  all  the  work 
herein  contemplated  to  be  done  as  soon  as  possible  without  any  male- 
rial  interruption  to  the  navigation  of  said  canals  ;"  and 

WJiereaSf  The  enlargement  of  the  Welland  Ship  canal,  now  nearly 
completed  by  the  Canadian  government,  renders  an  enlargement  of 
th«  navigable  capacity  of  the  Erie  and  Oswego  canals  more  than  ever 
necessary,  to  prevent  the  diversion  of  the  great  commerce  of  the  north- 
west into  foreign  waters ;  and 

Whereas,  Tiie  results  to  be  secured  by  such  a  work  are  for  the 
benefit  and  advantage  of  the  nation  at  large;  and

Resolved,  by  the  Assembly  (the  Senate  concurring),  That  the  State 
of  New  York  hereby  declares  its  willingness  to  accept  from  the  gov- 
ernment of  the  United  States  such  aid  as  may  be  offered  on  just  and 
reasonable  terms,  to  be  applied  to  the  extinguishment  of  the  caDal 
debt,  and  to  the  effective  enlargement  and  improvement  of  the  Eri« 
and  Oswego  canals ;  and  will  join  in  such  agreements  as  may  be 
requisite  to  render  those  canals  most  serviceable  to  the  commerce  of 
the  country. 

Resolved,  That  his  Excellency  the  Governor  be  requested  to  transmit 
a  duly  attested  copy  of  the  foregoing  preamble  and  resolution  to  the 
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President  of  the  United  States  Senate  and  to  the  Speaker  of  the  House 
of  Representatives  with  a  request  that  the  same  may  be  presented  to 
the  two  Houses  of  Congress. 

Said  resolution  giving  rise  to  debate,

Mr.  Lindsay  introduced  a  bill  entitled  "An  act  relative  to  street 
railroads  in  cities,"  which  was  read  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous 
consent  was  also  read  the  second  time,  and  referred  to  the  com- 
mittee on  railroads. 

Mr.  0.  S.  Baker  introduced  a  bill  entitled  "  An  act  to  amend  sec- 
tion 829  of  the  Code,"  which  was  read  the  first  time,  and  by  unani- 
mous consent  was  also  read  the  second  time,  and  referred  to  the 
committee  on  the  judiciary.

Mr.  Clowes  introduced  a  bill  entitled  ''An  act  to  reduce  the  ex- 
penses of  the  improvement  commission  in  Long  Island  City,**  which 
was  read  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous  consent  was  also  read  the 
second  time,  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  affairs  of  cities. 

Mr.  Oookinham  introduced  a  bill  entitled  **  An  act  to  amend  the

Assembly  bill  No.  84,  entitled  '*  An  act  to  amend  chapter  five  hnn- 
dred  and  fifty-five  of  the  Laws  of  1864,  entitled  'An  act  to  revise  aud 
consolidate  the  general  acts  in  relation  to  public  instruction,"  is  here- 
with returned  without  approval. 

The  present  law  provides  that  the  county  treasurer  shall  pay  to  the 
trustees  of  school  districts  the  amount  of  taxes  returned  as  uncollecti- 
ble. The  amendment  proposed  by  this  bill  provides  that  the  money 
shall  be  paid  by  the  treasurer  to  tlfie  collector  of  the  district  on  the 
written  order  of  the  trustees.  *  As  the  trustees  are  the  proper  custo- 
dians of  the  money,  it  seems  to  me  that  the  change  proposed  is  not 
wise.

WhereaSj  The  charters  of  the  National  banks  will  shortly  begin  to 
expire,  and  their  circulatinjz  notes  secured  by  United  States  bonds 
deposited  in  the  Treasury  Department  will  be  called  in  for  the  re* 
demption  of  such  bonds  ;  and 

WhereaSy  By  this  process  the  circulating  medium,  passing  as  money, 
will  become  greatly  lessened,  thereby  causing  shrinkage  in  values, 
uncertanty  in  commercial  operations  and  consequent  lessening  of 
industrial  enterprise  and  an  inevitable  reduction  of  the  price  and 
value  of  labor ;  and 

Whereas,  The  process  of  so  called  resumption  of  specie  payments 
and  metallic  or  bi-metallic  currency  have,  in  the  recent  past,  taught 
the  people  of  the  United  States  a  bitter  and  never-to-be-forgotten 
lesson  of  the  individual  disaster  and  beggaring  of  innocent  parties  by 
the  inconsiderate  ^.amperiug  with  currency  ;  and 

WTiereas,  The  finances  of  the  Federal  government  are  now  being 
administered  with  a  direct  view  to  enhance  values  by  funding  for 
treasury  account  of  United  States  bonds,  not  yet  matured,  and  paying 
gold  coin  for  the  same,  so  that  upon  the  consequent  depreciation  the 
ring  of  two-third  termers  and  treasury  sycophants  and  unprincipled 
speculators  shall  be  prepared  to  acquire  wealth  without  any  labor,  to 
the  great  detriment  of  the  good  people  of  the  United  States ;  and 

WhereaSf  It  is  the  duty  of  our  Legislature  to  take  warning  from 
the  past  and  to  prevent  the  recurrence  of  undeserved  financial  panics; 
therefore 

Resolved  (if  the  Senate  concur).  That  our  Senators  and  Representa- 
tives in  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  be  and  they  are  hereby 
requested  to  introduce  into  Congress  joint  resolutions  or  other  measures 
bearing  the  force  of  law,  providing  that  upon  the  expiration  of  any 
charter  of  any  National  bank,  its  circulating  notes  shall  at  once  be 
assumed  by  the  Government  of  the  United  States,  aud  be  redeemed 
in  fall  legal  tender  notes  or  other  lawful  money  of  the  United  States, 
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and  that  the  bonds  held  in  tmst  shall  continue  in  the  treasnry  of  the 
United  States  until  maturity,  and  shall  be  subject  to  a  rebate  of  the 
interest  accruing  upon  the  principal  amount  of  such  circulation  at  the 
like  rate  of  interest  as  the  bonds  deposited  are  bearing,  to  be  compnted 
from  the  time  of  the  expiration  of  such  bank  charter  until  the  matu- 
rity of  such  bonds;  and  provided  that  at  the  option  of  any  such  bank, 
the  surplus  value  and  amount  of  such  bonds  may  be  paid  over  to  sail 
bank  or  its  successor  or  assigns  upon  the  expiration  of  said  charter,

through  the  county  of  Ulster,  and  except  that  bass  and  muscalonge 
may  be  caught  in  the  St.  Lawrence,  Clyde,  Seneca  and  Oswego  rivers, 
Lake  Erie,  Lake  Ontario,  Lake  Couesus  and  Niagara  river  above 
Niagara  Falls,  on  the  American  side,  between  the  twentieth  day  of  May 
and  the  first  day  of  January  ;  nor  shall  any  person  catch  or  Kill  any 
black  bass  in  the  waters  of  Schrdon  lake  or  river,  or  Paradox  lake  in 
ihe  counties  of  Essex  or  Warren,  between  the  first  dav  of  January 
and  the  first  day  of  July.  Any  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions 
of  this  section  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  in  addi- 
tion thereto  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of  ten  dollars  for  each  fish. 
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§  2.  Section  twenty-three  of  said  act  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read 
as  follows :

book  and  line,  save  only  in  the  following  waters,  viz.:  The  Hudson 
river  below  the  dam  at  Troy  ;  Black  lake  in  the  county  of  St.  Law- 
rence ;  St.  Regis  river.  Grass  river  and  Racket  river  below  the  line  of 
the  Ogdensburgh  and  Lake  Ohamplain  railroad;  the  Wallkill  creek 
and  its  inlets  in  the  county  of  Ulster;  and  in  Lake  Ontario,  except 
Great  Sodus  bay,  Port  bay.  East  buy,  in  the  county  of  Wayne ;  Hender- 
son harbor  or  Henderson  bay,  in  the  county  of  Jefferson ;  and  also, 
except  in  Lake  Otsego,  and  also,  except  ^^  Lake  Ohamplain  during  the 
month  of  October  and  the  first  fifteen  days  in  November.  No  person 
shall  knowingly  sell. or  purchase,  or  have  in  his  or  her  possession,  any 
fish  killed,  caught  or  tafeen  from  any  such  waters  contrary  to  the  pro- 
visions of  this  section.  Any  person  violating  the  provisions  of  this  sec- 
tion shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  in  addition  thereto 
shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of  twenty-five  dollars  for  each  and  every 
such  offense,  and  all  nets,  seines,  traps,  weir  or  other  devices  forbidden 
by  this  section  are  hereby  declared  contraband,  and  any  person  finding 
the  same  in  any  place  where  they  are  forbidden  is  herel)y  authorized  to 
destroy  such  contraband  articles,  and  no  action  for  damages  shall  lie 
against  him  for  such  destruction. 

§  3.  Section  twenty-six  of  said  act  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read 
as  follows : 

§  26.  No  person  shall  fish  in  any  of  the  waters  or  canals  of  this 
State  with  seines,  gill  nets  or  fykei?,  the  meshes  of  which  shall  be  less 
than  two  and  one-half  inches,  except  in  the  followinjj  waters:  In  the 
waters  of  the  Wallkill  creek  and  its  inlets  lying  m,  and  running 
through  the  county  of  Ulster,  fykes  may  be  used  with  suitable  meshes 
for  the  purpose  of  catching  and  taking  from  said  waters  any  fish  in- 
habiting the  same,  from  the  first  day  of  October  until  the  first  day  of 
May.  No  person  or  persons,  however,  belonging  to  one  and  the  same 
family,  shall  place  in  and  maintain  in  said  waters  more  than  three 
fykos  at  one  time  for  the  purpose  of  catching  fish  of  any  kind,  or  for 
any  purpose ;  in  the  waters  over  which  Richmond  county  has  civil  juris- 
diction, the  meshes  shall  not  be  less  than  two  inches*;  in  the  bays  and 
salt  water  estuaries-and  rivers  of  Long  Island,  not  less  than  two  and 
one-half  inches :  but  this  prohibition  shall  not  apply  to  nets  used  in 
taking  **  menhaden,"  nor  to  pounds  where  they  are  permitted  by  law  ; 
in  the  Hudson,  river  below  the  dam  at  Troy,  Lake  Erie  ana  Lake 
Ontario,  the  meshes  shall  not  be  less  than  four  and  one-half  inches  ; 
in  Coney  Island  creek  to  the  mouth  thereof,  extending  out  into  Graves- 
end  bay  one-half  mile  each  way,  the  meshes  pf  which  shall  be  four 
inches  "square,,  except  that  for  eel  and  flounder  fishing,  hoop  nets  with 
suitable  meshes  may  be  used  within  said  bay  between  the  fifteenth  day 
of  October  and  the  first  day  of  April.  No  person  shall  set  or  take  any 
fish  by  any  device  known  as  pound  or  trap-net  in  the  waters  of  Great 
South  bay  and  the  waters  of  Lake  Erie,  or  bring  any  fish  so  taken  in 
such  waters  to  the  shore  along  the  same,  or  be  engaged  in  procuring 
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or  preparing  for  market  any  such  fish  or  any  part  thereof,  or  exposing 
fish  taken  in  such  nets  for  sale  in  the  counties  hordering  on  sncb 
waters.  Nothing  in  this  section  shall  be  construed  as  permitting  the 
drawing  of  seines  in  the  waters  of  the  Hudson  river  between  the  upper 
dock  at  the  village  of  Sing  Sing  and  Croton  landing,  in  the  town  of 
Cortland,  nor  in  any  of  the  waters  between  the  above-named  points, 
nor  in  any  portion  of  the  Croton  river,  between  the  first  day  of  June 
and  the  first  day  of  October  of  any  year,  which  drawing  is  hereby 
expressly  forbidden.  Any  person  violating  the  provisions  of  this  section 
shall  be  deemed  guilty  ox  a  misdemeanor,  and  m  addition  thereto  shall 
be  liable  to  a  penalty  of  fifty  dollars.  ; 

§  4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately.

Section  1.  The  justice  of  each  district  court  in  the  city  of  New 
York  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  appoint  a  janitor  for 
such  court,  who  shall  hold  office  during  the  pleasure  of  and  be  sub- 
ject to  the  direction  of  the  justice  of  the  court  for  which  he  is  so  ap- 
pointed. The  board  of  estimate  and  apportionment  of  said  city  is 
hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  make  provision  for  the  compensa- 
tion of  said  janitors,  who  shall  be  paid  the  salaries  heretofore  fixed 
and  paid  to  district  court  janitors.  Nothing  in  this  act  contained 
shall  in  any  manner  annul,  restrict  or  affect  the  powers  heretofore 
granted  the  department  of  public  works  of  said  city,  or  the  commis- 
sioner thereof,  concerning  the  control  or  care  of  public  buildings, 
except  that  said  department  or  commissioner  shall  not  have  power  or 
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authority   to   appoint  janitors  for  buildings   or  parts  of  buildings 
leased  by  said  city  in  which  district  courts  are  held. 

Mr.  Speaker  put  the  question  whether  the  House  would  concur  in 
said  amendments,  and  it  was  determined  in  the  affirmative,  a  majoritv 
of  all  the  members  elected  to  the  Assembly  voting  in  favor  thereof, 
and  three-fifths  of  said  members  being  present.

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and  by  nnanimous  consent  was  also  read  the  second  time,  and  referred 
to  the  commitcee  on  affairs  of  villages. 

The  Senate  returned  the  bill  entitled  "  An  act  to  authorize  and 
empower  the  State  Board  of  Audit  to  adjust  and  settle  certain  differ- 
ences existing  between  the  Stare  and  the  county  of  Monroe,"  with  a 
message  that  they  have  concurred  in  the  passage  of  the  same.

the  work  on  the  new  Capitol  building.

shall  be  held  at  the  next  town  meeting  tliereafter  ;  any  vacancy  in  the 
said  office  of  receiver  of  taxes  may  be  filled  until  a  new  receiver  shall 
be  elected  and  qualified,  by  a  joint  board  of  the  town  auditors  of  the 
town  of  New  Rochelle,  the  pre^^ident  and  trustees  of  the  village  of  New 
Rochelle,  the  supervisor  of  the  town,  and  in  his  ab;5ence,  or  upon  his 
refusal  or  inability  to  do  so,  the  president  of  said  village  shall  call  said 
joint  board  together.  The  clerk  of  every  town  meeting,  within  ten 
days  thereafter,  shall  transmit  to  the  person  elected  as  receiver  under 
this  act  a  notice  or  certificate  of  his  election.

Assembly  bill  No.  39,  entitled  "An  act  to  release  all  that  part  of 
the  waters  of  Lake  Ontario,  together  with  its  bays  and  inlets,  in  the 
county  of  Jefferson  and  in  that  part  of  Oswego  county  lying  between 
its  Jefferson  county  line  and  the  western  line  of  the  town  of  Mexico, 
saving  and  excepting  Henderson  harbor  and  bay  and  within  one-half 
mile  of  the  outlet  or  mouth  of  Salmon  river,  from  the  operation  of 
the  provisions  of  sections  23  and  26  of  chapter  534  of  the  Laws  of 
1879,  entitled  *  An  act  for  the  preservation  of  moose,  wild  deer,  birds, 
6sh  and  other  game,'  "  is  herewith  returned  without  approval. 

The  preservation  of  game  and  fish  has  been  for  many  years  a  per- 
plexing subject  of  legislation.  The  last  Legislature  enacted  a  care- 
fully prepared  and  comprehensive  statute  to  supersede  the  many  and 
conflicting  laws  then  in  force,  which  was  intenaed  as  a  relief  from  the 
constantly  recurring  demands  for  special  legislation  in  this  respect. 

The  object  of  this  bill  is  to  release  a  limited  portion  of  the  waters 
of  Lake  Ontario  from  the  operation  of  this  act.  If  there  be  aoy 
reason  for  exempting  this  section  there  are  probably  equally  good 
reasons  for  the  exemption  of  other  localities ;  and  it  may  be  expected, 
should  this  bill  take  effect,  that  it  will  prove  only  the  forerunner  of 
others  of  like  character.  If  the  present  law  is  not  satisfactory  it 
should  be  made  so  by  some  general  amendment  or  repealed  altogether. 
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To  begin  how  by  releasing  one  or  more  localities  from  its  provisions 
would,  in  mv  opinion,  be  unwise  and  impolitic.

Mr.  Mitchell  introduced  a  bill  entitled  "  An  act  to  amend  an  act 
entitled  *  An  act  to  incorporate  the  Board  of  Home  Missions  of  the  * 
Presbyterian  Church  in  the  United  States  of  America,  and  to  enable 
the  Presbyterian  Board  of  Home  Missions,  formerly  the  Presbyterian 
Committee  of  Home  Missions,  to  transfer  its  property  to  said  new 
corporation,  and  to  vest  in  such  new  corporation  the  corporate  right, 
franchises  and  privileges  of  the  former  body,  and,  also,  to  enable  said 
new  corporation  to  accept  a  transfer  of  the  property  of  the  trustees  of 
the  Board  of  Domestic  Missions  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church  in  the  United  States  of  America,  and  to  become 
the  legal  successors  of  the  said  last-mentioned  corporation,'  passed 
April  19,  187^,"  which  was  read  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous 
consent  was  also  read  the  second  time,  and  referred  to  the  committee 
on  charitable  and  religious  societies. 

Mr.  McCarthy  introduced  a  bill  entitled  **An  act  to.  amend  the 
Code  of  Civil  Procedure,  and  re-enact  the  9th  and  10th  sections  of  the 
act  entitled  '  An  act  to  reduce  the  expense  of  foreclosing  mortgages  in 
the  court  of  chancery,'  passed  May  14,  1840,"  which  was  read  the  first 
time,  and  by  unanimous  consent  was  also  read  the  second  time,  and 
referred  to  the  committee  on  the  judiciary. 

Mr.  McCarthy  introduced  a  bill  entitled  "  An  act  to  incorporate  the 
Robert  Emmet  Philo  Celtic  Literary  Society,  in  th§  city  of  New 
York,"  which  was  read  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous  consent  was 
also  read  the  second  time,  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  the  judic- 
iary, 

Mr.  Cushing  introduced  a  bill  entitled  "  An  act  to  regulate  the  rate 
oj  foot  passenger  ferriage  across  the  East  river,  from  the  foot  of  East 
34th  street,  New  York  city,  and  Borden  avenue.  Long  Island  City," 
which  was  read  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous  consent  was  also 
read  the  second  time,  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  commerce 
and  navigation. 

Mr.  J.  L.  Wells  introduced  a  bill  entitled  "  An  act  authorizing  the 
incorporation  of  Villa  Park,  and  suburban  homestead  associations," 
which  was  read  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous  consent  was  also 
read  the  second  time,  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  the  judiciary. 

Mr.  Thilemann  introduced  a  bill  entitled  "  An  act  for  the  relief  of 
Thomas  Duffy,  who  performed  the  duty  and  rendered  service  as  clerk 
of  the  seventh  judicial  district  court  in  the  city  of  New  York  during 
part  of  the  year  1879,"  which  was  read  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous 
consent  was  also  read  the  second  time,  and  referred  to  the  committee 
on  affairs  of  cities. 

Mr:  Low  introduced  a  bill  entitled  **  An  act  to  amend  chapter  76  of 
the  Laws  of  1878,  entitled  '  An  act  in  relation  to  the  bonded  indebt- 
edness of  villages,  cities,  towns  and  counties,' "  which  was  read  the 
fiast  time,  and  by  unanimous  consent  was  also  read  the  second  time. 
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By  unanimous  consent, 

Said  bill  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading. 

Mr.  DonglaBS  introduced  a  bill  entitled"  An  act  to  prevent  the  sale 
of  any  adulterated  article  as  cider  vinegar/'  which  was  i*ead  the  first 
time,  and  by  unanimous  consent  was  also  read  the  second  time,  and 
referred  to  the  committee  on  agriculture, 

Mr.  Steele,  from  thie  special  committee  on  taxation,  reported  a  bill 
entitled  "  An  act  to  provide  for  the  taxation  of  banks  and  of  moneyed 
capital  engaged  in  the  business  of  banking,  receiving  deposits  or 
otherwise,"  which  was  read  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous  consent 
was  also  read  the  set^ond  time,  and  referred  to  the  committee  of  the 
whole. 

Mr.  Travis  introduced  a  bill  entitled"  An  act  to  consolidate,  amend 
and  revise  the  charter  of  the  village  of  Sing  Sing,"  which  was  read 
the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous  consent  was  also  read  the  second 
time,  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  affairs  of  villages. 

Mr.  Havens  introduced  a  bill  entitled  *'  An  act«to  enable  the  town 
of  Esperance,  in  Schoharie  county,  to  fund  a  bonded  debt,  at  a  re- 
duced rate  of  interest/'  which  was  read  the  f  rst  time,  and  by  unani- 
mous consent  was  also  read  the  second  time,  and  referred  to  the  com- 
mittee on  the  judiciary. 

Mr.  Speaker  introduced  a  bill  entitled  "  An  act  to  amend  an  act  en- 
titled '  An  act  to  vest  in  the  boainl  of  supervisors  certain  legislative 
powers,  and  to  prescribe  their  fees  for  certain  services,'  passed  April 
3,  1849,"  which  was  read  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous  consent 
was  also  read  the  second  time,  and  referred  to  the  commii;tee  on 
general  laws. 

Mr.  Warner  presented  petitions  of  citizens  of  Ganaioharie  for  amend- 
ing the  act  incorporating  the  Canajoharie  Waterworks  Company, 
which  were  read  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  affairs  of  villages. 

Mr.  Potter  presented  a  remonstrance  against  the  passaige  of  Assem- 
bly bill  No.  22,  which  was  read  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  rail- 
roads. 

'  Mr.  Potter  presented  a  petition  against  any  alteration  in  the  excise 
laws,  which  was  read  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  internal  affairs.

S.  Baker,  Crapser  and  Chamberlain,  presented  peti- 
tions asking  for  the  passage  of  Assembly  bill  No.  22,  against  unjust 
discrimination  in  freight  transportation;  which  were  read  and  referred 
to  the  committee  on  railroads. 

Messrs.  CuUinan,  Gray,  D.  A.  Wells,  Ferris,  Skinner,  Childs,  Tut- 
hill,  Kennedy,  Seeley,  Phillips,  Catlin,  Titus,  Nowlan,  Tuttle,  Bridges, 
Peck  and  Davis,  presented  petitions  against  the  passage  of  Assembly 
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bill  No.  22 ;  which  were  read  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  rail- 
roads. 

Mr.  Wiley  presented  »  petition  protesting  against  the  continuation 
of  convict  labor  in  the  State  prisons ;  which  was  read  and  referred  to 
the  committee  on  Statue  prisons.

The  bill  entitled  '*  An  act  to  facilitate  the  erection  of  new  building 
by  the  New  York  Produce  Exchange  in  the  city  of  New  York  by 
authorizing  the  closing  of  Marketfield  street,  and  tlie  sale  of  a  lot  of 
land  and  building  on  Stone  street  in  said  city,  the  property  of  the 
mayor,  aldermen  and  commonalty  of  the  city  of  New  York,"  beiuff 
announced  for  a  third  reading,  Mr.  Varnum  moved  to  recommit  said 
bill  to  the  committee  on  affairs  of  cities,  with  instructions  to  amend 
said  bill  in  words  following,  and  report  forthwith. 

Section  1.  The  commissioners  of  the  sinking  fund  of  the  city  of 
New  York  are  hereby  authorized  to  sell  at  private  sale,  and  at  what 
they  shall  deem  a  just  value,  the  land  and  buildings  thereon  now 
owned  by  the  mayor,  aldermen  and  commonalty  of  the  city  of  New 
York,  on  the  northerly  side  of  Stone  street,  between  Whitehall  and 
Inroad  streets,  and  used  as  a  public  school,  known  as  primary  school 
No.  la. 

Sec  2.  The  money  received  in  payment  for  said  land  and  buildings 
shall  be  paid  by  the  said  commissioners  into  the  treasury  of  said  city, 
and  shall  be  appropriated  by  the  board  of  estimate  and  apportion- 
ment of  the  said  city  to  the  board  of  education  of  the  said  eity,  for 
the  purpose  of  purchasing  and  erecting  another  school  building  in 
the  first  ward  of  the  city  of  New  York. 

Sec.  3.  The  board  of  street  opening  and  improvement  of  the  city 
of  New  York  may  close  all  that  portion  of  Marketfield  street  on  both 
sides  of  which  the  New  York  Produce  Exchange  shall  acquire  title 
to  the  land,  to  be  used  by  said  exchange  for  the  erection  of  a  new 
building,  and  the  State  of  New  York  hereby  releases  and  grants  to 
the  New  York  Produce  Exchange  any  right  or  title  it  may  have  in 
the  portion  of  Marketfield  street,  so  closed  and  occupfed,  and  the  said 
commissioners  of  the  sinking  fund  may  sell  at  private  sale  at  what 
they  shall  deem  its  just  value,  and  convey  to  the  said  New  York  Pro- 
duce Exchange  any  right,  title  or  interest  which  the  mayor,  aldermen 
and  commonalty  of  the  city  of  New  York  may  have  to  the  portion  of 
Marketfield  street  so  closed,  and  may  allow  as  consideration  or  as  part 
of  the  consideration  therefor,  the  just  value  of  any  land  adjoining 
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said  new  building  which  may  be  dedicated  as  a  public  street,  from 
Beaver  street  to  Marketfield  street  by  said  New  York  Produce  Ex- 
change, and  opened  as  such  by  the  said  board  of  street  opening  and 
improvement. 

Sec.  4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately.

Whereas,  It  appears  from  the  report  of  the  comptroller  of  the  city 
of  New  York,  to  the  committee  on  affairs  of  cities,  annexed  hereto 
and  marked  "Schedule  A,"  that  the  city  of  New  York  pays  annually 
the  enormous  sum  of  1996,740  for  special  contributions  to  private 
charitable  institutions,  which  Expenditure  is  made  under  and  by  virtue 
of  acts  passed  by  the  Legislature  from  time  to  time,  and  it  also  appears 
tliat  a  further  sum  of  t36^>,000  is  distributed  among  such  institutions 
from  the  excise  funds  of  said  city  ;  and 

Whereas^  An  additional  sum  of  more  than  1 1,300,000  is  paid  by 
said  city  for  the  support  of  its  public  charitable  institutions,  making 
a  total  expenditure  for  charities,  in-  New  York  city,  of  about 
$2,600,000  per  annum ;  and 

WherecLSy  The  appropriations,  first  above  referred  to,  vary  greatly 
in  amount,  and  in  rate  per  capita  to  the  several  institutions,  and  are 
made  upon  no  systematical  or  correct  principle  or  plan  ;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  claimed  that  some  of  the  institutions  sharing  in  this 
distribution  of  public  funds  are  unworthy  of  such  assistance,  and  that 
other  more  deserving  charitable  associations  are  excluded  from  par- 
ticipation in  such  distribution  :  and 

WhereaSy  The  large  expenditure  of  public  moneys  for  these  pur- 
poses is  a  heavy  tax  upon  the  city  of  New  York,  and  it  seems  proper 
that  some  limit  should  be  put  upon  the  amount  of  such  expenditure, 
that  some  rule  should  be  laid  down  to  govern  future  appropriations, 
and  that  the  distribution  should  be  regulated  upon  some  fixed  prinoi- 
ple,  and  in  some  more  intelligent  manner  than  at  present ;  ana 

WhereaSy  It  is  impossible  for  the  Assembly,  at  this  late  stage  of  the 
session,  to  make  a  careful  and  intelligent  investigation  of  the  subject ; 
now,  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  State  Board  of  Charities  be,  and  they  are  here- 
by, requested  and  instructed  to  examine  into  the  whole  question  of  the

**For  the  support  and  maintenance  of  juvenile  delinouents  at  the 
protectory  of  the  Society  for  the  Protection  of  Destitute  Komsn  Cath- 
olic Children  of  the  city  of  Buffalo,  the  sum  of  $12,500. 

"For  the  support  ani  maintenance  of  juvenile  delinquenteat  the 
New  York  Catholic  Protectory,  $50,000."

§  4.  If  sufficient  cause  be  shown,  the  trustee,  committee  or  guardian 
shall  be  ordered  to  account  before  the  court  or  a  referee,  and  upon  the 
trust  fund  or  estate  being  found  or  made  good,  the  surety  aliall  be 
discharged. 

§  5.  The  court  may  require  the  trustee,  committee  or  guardian  to 
give  new  security  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  his  duties,  and  in  case 
of  failure  so  to  do,  discharge  such  trustee,  committee  or  guardian,  and 
appoint  a  new  trustee,  committee  or  guardian. 

§  6.  The  court  in  which  the  proceedings  are  instituted,  or  a  judge 
or  justice  thereof,  may,  by  order,  restrain  the  trustee,  committee  or 
guardian  from  acting  pending  proceedings,  upon  it  being  made  to 
appear  to  the  satisfaction  of  such  court,  judge  or  justice,  that  the 
rights  of  any  party  are  endangered,  or  are  about  to  be  endangered  by 
such  trustee,  committee  or  guardian. 

§  7.  Proceedings  under  this  act  in  the  supreme  court  shall  be  had 
in  the  judicial  district  in  which  the  trustee,  committee  or  gnju-dian 
resides;  or  it  there  be  more  than  one  trustee,  committeeman  orgnanl- 
ian  in  the  judicial  district  in  which  some  of  them  resides,  proceed- 
ings in  a  county  court  shall  be  had  in  the  county  in  which  the  truste*^, 
committee  or  guardian  was  appointed. 

§  8.  Words  in  this  act  used  in  the  masculine  gender  include  the 
feminine,,  and  words  in  the  singular  number  include  the  plural,  and 
words  in  tlie  plural  include  the  singular. 

§  9.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately.

maintenance  of  juvenile  delinquents,  with  instructions  to  report  forth- 
with, and  also  to  prepare  two  separate  bills,  one  to  include  the  former 
items,  and  one  to  include  the  latter,  with  power  to  report  complete 
at  any  time. 

Mr.  Speaker  put  the  question  whether  the  House  would  agree  to 
said  motion  of  Mr.  Husted,  and  it  was  determined  in  the  affirmative 
two-thirds  of  all  the  members  present  voting  in  favor  thereof. 

The  committee  on  ways  and  means  reported  back  said  bill  amended 
as  instructed  by  the  House. 

Srtid  bill  was  then  read  a  third  time.

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lierms,  It  is  claimed  that  some  of  the  institutions  sharing  in  this 
ibution  of.pnblic  funds  are  unworthy  of  such  assistance,  and  that 
r  more  deserving  charitable  associations  are  excluded  from  par- 
ation  in  such  distribution :  and 

Tiereas,  The  large  expenditure  of  public  moneys  for  these  pur- 
i  is  a  heavy  tax  upon  the  city  of  New  York,  and  it  seems  proper

"  Whenever  a  final  award  is  made  for  damages  sustained  by  reason  of 
making  such  alteration  or  improvement,  the  persons  acting  as  assessors 
may,  within  twenty  days  thereafter,  assess  the  amount  of  such  damages 
upon  the  estates,  real  and  personal,  in  said  village,  aqd  make  out  an 
assessment  roll  of  such  damages,  which  assessment  roll  shall  be  signed 
by  the  president  and  filed  with  the  clerk  and  be  collected  in  the  same 
manner  as  the  annual  tax  is  collected,  and  the  trustees  shall,  within 
one  year  from  the  time  of  such  final  award,  pay  or  tender  the  amount 
of  such  damage  to  the  persons  to  whom  the  same  shall  have  been 
awarded;  and  in  case  such  owner  shall  refuse  the  same  or  be  unknown, 
or  a  non-resident  of  said  village,  idiot  or  lunatic,  or  the  rights  and 
interests  of  persons  claiming  the  same  shall  be  doubtful,  it  shall,  in 
such  cases,  be  lawful  for  the  board  of  trustees  to  pay  the  amount  of 
such  damages  to  the  county  treasurer  of  the  county  where  such  lands 
are  situated  for  the  benefit  of  such  person  or  persons  as  may  be  entitled 
to  the  same,  accompanied  by  a  statement  of  the  facts  under  which  such 
payment  was  made;  the  board  of  trustees  shall  cause  the  clerk  of  said 
villasje  to  make  an  entry  in  the  village  records  of  the  money  deposited, 
stating  amount,  with  the  names  of  the  parties  by  the  awards 
declared  to  be  entitled  to  the  same.  On  the  proper  person  or  persons 
being  ascertained  who  are  entitled  to  receive  such  money,  the  president 
of  the  village  is  authorized  to  draw  an  order  on  said  county  treasurer, 
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conntersigned  by  the  clerk,  and  payable  to  the  order  of  the  person  or 
persons  entitled  to*  such  money,  for  the  amount  due  such  person  or 
persons.^

Ercept  as  is  herein  otherwise  provided  the  said  municipal 
court  shall  have  the  power  to  open  defaults  anct  set  aside  judgments 
rendered  and  entered  therein,  And  executions  issued  thereon,  upon 
such  terms  as  may  be  just,  in  a  case  where  the  defendant  shall  fbil  to 
appear  on  the  return  day  of  process  or  on  any  adjourned  day,  where 
it  is  shown  that  manifest  injustice  has  been  done  and  the  defendant 
satisfactorily  excuses  his  default;  but  no  greater  terme  shall  be  im- 
posed than  the  payment  of  the  costs  included  in  the  judgment  and 
the  sum  of  three  dollars  for  opposing  the  motion.
